The technical data compiled dxiring this survey will he 
retained in the Laboratory. 

A letter has been directed to the Washington field division 
reporting completion of central office portion of the lines of SAC 
Hood and ABAC Fletcher together with information revealing the 
location of the working and multiple appearances of these lines, 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

That the Bureau consider requesting the telephone company 
make all lines nonmultlpling. It is suggested that this be handled 
by the Communication Section through commercial contacts in order 
\tbiat the engineering staff at the telephone company can issue 
^orders for the desired work. This will involve much planning, 
extensive work and expense to the telephone company. 


That the working and multiple appearances of the residence 
telephones of officials listed in this memorandum be checked once 
in each 90 days. 


That the facilities in the telephone company central offices 
be checked once in 6 months and the instruments on the premises be 
checked once in each year.

This suggestion was made, in part, due to the fact that during 
the past several raonths various types of listening devices have been 
discovered secreted in the offices of the U3 diplomatic officials 
located in the Soviet Bloc. Thile no such devices have been^ found, 
to my knowledge, within the United States, it is felt that we cannot 
afford to adopt the position that the FBI is immune to such attempts 
at Soviet penetration , since, as the foremost intelligence agency of 
the Western powers, we are a logical Soviet intelligence target. The 
study of the resonant cavity device, the seriousness of which has Just 
been discovered within the past six months, likewise prompted the 
suggestion at this time. The range of its effectiveness depends upon 
the power of the activating mechanism, which a onoeivably might be 
c onoealed in any of the private buildings fronting on Pennsylvania 
venue .

As indicated in my memo of 13-5-52 in response to the earlier 
recommendation we were equipped at that tine to make the security search 
for everything except the cavity microphone j and search equipment for the 
cavity microphone was not purchased by the Bureau because of lack of funds. 
However^ the Bureau subsequently has purchased one set of equipment for 
cavity microphone searches. As previously indicated the minimum searching 
party consists of 2 men and it is estimated that a minimum of 2 days time 
will be required to search a single room of average sise for the cavity 
microphone alone. In addition, prior to beginning active search for the 
cavity type microphone, a "listening’' type of search should be conducted 
for several hours in order to determine whether cavity microphones might be 
being activated by the enemy, it being noted that active search as distin- 
guished from "listening" would immediately inform the enemy of our activiU®. 


One additional day’s time for 1 man is required to search a single 
room of average sise for other types of mi crophones , Accordingly, it is 
estimated that a total of 6 man days will be required for the complete 
search of each average sise room involved. Certain phases of the search 
for the cavity type microphone will necessarily have to be carried out 
during the hours in which the office is occupied and in use. This will 
mean that approximately 1 of the above 6 man days per room will involve 
a technician in the space to be searched during the normal working day. 


As previously pointed out by me, the "room search" approach will 
not as a practical matter insure 100 per cent against the presence of 
mi crophones since it is entirely possible to conceal microphones in such a 
way that they cannot be detected with present day equipment, without sub- 
stantial damage to wall surfaces, and, of course, the destruction of wall 
surfaces is not a practical approach.

In view of the security checks which we are making for other 
government officials, I certainly agree that it is dPsirable to insure 
insofar as possible the security of our own critical offices.

The Laboratory contact advised that the phone company was going to 
recommend and do the following in complying with the White House re- 
quest:

The company is not going to use any electronic equipment, 
such as, amplifiers, because, while the engineers know 
that the microphones in telephones can be made to pick 
up room conversation when a telephone instrument is not 
in normal use, the company officials do not wish to 
bring this fact to the attention of plant employees who

will be used in making i;he security survey. The offi- 
cials feel thai: if plant employees had such knowledge , 
security of telephone communications mould be jeopardised 
in the future. 

8, Bemove at its own expense all multiple appearances 

(terminals on a line at other than the place where the 
phone is being used so that the line can be used at 
more than one location) both inside and outside of the 
White House, This will entail considerable cable work 
and expense, 

Suggest the looking of all terminal boxes, wire closets 
and cross frames, but leave it up to the (Government to 
see that this is done, since primary responsibility for 
physical security of the buildings lies with the. Govern- 
ment, 

Make periodic security checks of the White House phone 
system in the future, 

3, Advise that there is tapping by means of mechanically 
connecting to the line, and also by means of inductive 
coupling (using an induction coil near the phone or 
line to pick up the conversation without actually 
connecting to the line). 

The phone company is not going to mention other forms 
of tapping', such as, making the mouthpiece microphone 
in an instrument pick up room conversation when the 
phone is not in norvial use. Since this technique also 
permits overhearing phone conversation when the phone 
is in use, a serious breach of security of telephone 
communications is involved^ The company officials feel 
that an admission of the same would be most undesirable 
from the standpoint of the company's reputation and 
also from the standpoint of non-security minded White 
House personnel repeating it as a "choice bit of in- 
formation," 

The company according to our contact cannot understand 
why the White House does not solicit the advice of the 
best security agency, the FBI, regarding security 
measures and telephone tappi ng and w ould like to suggest 
such. (At the request o.f SAi I the Laboratory con- 

tact agreed that the company would aif 'pdreteht refroTn 
. from any mention o.f the FBI to the White House in the

and if the White Mouse is desirous of Bureau s ervioes be 
it has only to use well-established channels, I I 

further pointed out that the company mentioning the FBI 
as qualified in these matters could indicate a close 
relationship between the company and the Bureau on tele- 
phone worhf and that this would be most undesirable,) 

4, The oompany-is going to offer no opinion as to how the 
alleged wire tap was accomplished. The company feels 
that with one or two secretaries monitoring the phone 
conversations of their White Mouse superiors, with the 
knowledge and consent of the latter, good security is 
breached from the beginning and that the leak most 
likely occurred by word of mouth rather than by tele- 
phone tapping. The oompany feels that to suggest the 
discontinuing of this monitoring would be presumptuous 
and tantamount to telling the White Mouse how to oon- be 

duct its business, b7c 

I raised the question of security of Bureau-installed counter- 
measures on some White Mouse lines. Me was advised that the phone com- 
pany employees making the security survey would be briefed in such a 
manner that these counts rjaeasures would not be removed and their con- 
fidential nature would not be disclosed. If need for any explanation 
arises, they will be described as special "security devices for the 
White Mouse" and no mention of FBI installation will be made. 

The Laboratory contact requested that the Bureau make no inquiry of 
the White Mouse as to the alleged wire tapping incident. He pointed 
out that the information had been given the A,T , ffe T. Oo, and C, <0 P, 
Oo, officials in the strictest of confidence 2?t/ l l end that it 

would reflect badly on the officials involved if the White Mouse even 
suspected a breach of this confidence , The whole matter was brought 
to the attention of the FBI as a matter of close cooperation on the 
part of our contact so that the Bureau will know what is going on and 
be in a position to protect its interests and its relations with the 
phone company. The contact stated that the company feels that if there 
had actually been a tap, the White Mouse would have reported it to the 
Bureau immediately because of the Bureau's jurisdiction in these mat- 
ters. 

In making his request to the La boratory contact that the FBI not be 
mentioned at this time, l \ had in mind the objective of affording 
the Bureau an opportunity to review the situation before becoming 
involved.

In accordance toith the request contained in the <m ^‘^ 

memorandum to you from the Director's office dated 3-10-54, an 

unobtrusive security check ms made by technical personnel of 
the FBI Laboratory on 3-18-54 and 3-15-54 of the Departmental 
Auditorium, The auditorium and three- conference rooms along the 
rear were thoroughly checked, except for normally inaccessible points 
that would require scaffolding or necessitate considerable damage to 
the interior decoration* All logical surfaces and areas were covered 
in the security check with negative results, but extreme vulnerability 
was found for the entire building because of architectural construction 
permitting accessible areas around the walls and ceilings. The build- 
ing is normally open to the public and personal or technical surveillance 
could be readily established.

The Director 
0 \commented “Yea,"’ The telephone company now has advised that although 
they have had a crew of men working on the project, because of the 
great amount of work involved, it has not yet been possible to complete 
the entire survey^ however, at our request, priority was given to a check

Although, because of the unexpectedly large amount of work 
involved in making the survey and oorrecting the situations found, 
it has not been possible for the telephone company to complete the 
survey with respect to telephone lines which appear on the premises

Because of recent publicity on wire tapping and the use of 
telephones for microphone coverage, the Army had proposed to dissemi- 
nate very widely extensive instructions looking toward increased 
security of their telephones. The instructions included such things 
as placing telephones in desk (Growers when the telephones were not in 
use, or if no desk were available, covering ihe telephone with a 
blanket, et cetera. General Faxson indicated that he was most anxious 
that various branches of the Army he warned as soon as possible about 
the ultrasonic listening device and about proper measures to protect 
against it. Both Colonel Rubenstein and Mr, Stohl indicated that'^hey 
felt the approach should be uniform for the entire Department of \ 
Defense and they felt that the proposed draft instructions would„^^ 
merely stir up a lot of curiosity and unnecessary concern, Thi^ vie;:

'‘’^Yn response to questions, I indicated' tlia-iy of course, tl 
M^RuTwau could not presume to tell the Department of Defense what 
y instpjwtioks should be issued; however, I pointed out that the ultra- 
ening device had been developed by the FBI Laboratory, and 
that we were most anxious that it not receive any wider dissemination 
than absolutely necessary, and for this reason countermeasure devices 
installed thus far had been restricted to top level Government

telephone may be modified to provide microphone coverage if 
physical access can be had to the telephone instrument itself, 
and that therefore, unless a relatively high degree of physical 
security were given to telephones equipped with oountermeasures, 
the installation of countermeasures would not provide a solution , 
(Access to the telephone by an enemy would permit modification of 
both the telephone and the countermeasure and render the counter- 
measure useless, ) Accordingly, I suggested that one basis on 
which a decision might he made as to what phones should be protected 
would be the consideration as to which phones warranted the 
necessary high degree of physical security.

On March 28; 1956, Colonel M: A. Quinto, Chief, 

Assistant Chief of Staff, Intelligence, (ACSI), Department of the Army, 
advised SA D. J. Sullivan, Liaison Section, that the Chief of Staff of the 
Army had put a requirement on ACSI to check certain offices and conference 
rooms in the Pentagon in an effort to ascertain it they were secure from 
clandestine listening devices. Colonel QuintO stated that he has been requested 
by Major General Gaither, ACSI, to ascertain if the Bureau might be able 
to help ACSI in this matter. Colonel Quinto stated that the Counter Intelligence 
Corps had certain detection equipment for "sweeping" but that both he and 
General Gaither were of the opinion that the Bureau would be much more 
efficient and would no doubt have better techniques than the CIC agents. 

Colonel Quinto stated that he was not requesting that the Bureau do 

( the actual physical "sweeping" in this instance, but was requesting that if at 
all possible the Bureau allow personnel of the CIC to be briefed by Bureau 
technicians as to methods and procedures of such an operation and to give 
he CIC personnel the benefit of any experiences that the Bureau might have 
in such matters. 

Jv This question has been discussed with the Bureau Laboratory and 
it is thought that the Bureau could be of material assistance to ACSI concerning 
Colonel Quinto’ s request.

Major Mann oalled at the Laboratory to discuss security 
precautions to be tah^en by U, S. Air Force officers during their visit 
to the air show at Moscow^ U, 3, S, R,j on July 24, Mann indicated 
that he was responsible for briefing this group of 14 officers fOY'^ 

20 minutes on the subject of security prior to their departure 
the United States, 

Special Agent 1 II advised Mann that the Burle^ 

could not presume to indicate to the Air Force hovS their officers 
should conduct themselves from the gtarad oo^rat of security during their 
forthooming visit to Moscow but that he_, \ \ would be glad to 

answer specific questions. Mann inquireaaUoTrTmicrophones in general, 
about the use of surreptitious photography, the use cf closed TV circuits, 
the use of miniature transmitters, the possible destruction of film, 
and the possible use of drugs in order to secu re information from the 
officers during their stay in Moscow, \ \ explained that microphone 

development was such that effective oove7a§e could be had with units 
ranging in sise from the size of a dime to those 6 feet in diameter 

utilising a parabolic reflector. As to photography, | ^ 1 indicated it 

was possible to secure good photographs from concealed positi ons with 
either still or movie cameras and that concealment of a TV camera ms jrli?., 
not beyond possibility. It was pointed out that with the development 
of transistors, transmitters had been reduced to a sise even smaller 
than a cigarette package and that small amplifiers were available on 
the market no larger than a cigarette lighter. 




As to the destruction of the film, it was pointed out that the 
use of I^ray or radto^active material could very well be employed to 
damage new or exposed film without the user being aware of such destruction, 
J indicated that the use of drugs was more or less a medical question 


which should be discussed by the Air Force with qualified persons.

might be able to receive urgent telephone calls on important matters of state. . 

At the present time he receives all of Ms telep hone calls throxigh the University ^ 
Club switchboard. The Senator asked i j if it was possible for tlse Russians 

to monitor Ms conversations in any manner and wondered whether he ought 
to take any steps to move from Ms present location. The Senator stated that 
he would not like to make any changes as he has lived there a long time and 
likes "the setup. " .

]was inquiring on behalf of the Senator as to whether kny 


further steps should be taken and whether he should evidence any, concern over 
the matter. He did not want to do anything wMch would allow unauthorized 
persons to listen in on conversations or otherwise monitor conversations 
taking place in the Senator* s quarters, and he also did not want to alarm the 
Senator who at tMs point indicated he was most cautious in Ms manner of - 
conversation over the phone but that he could not vouch for persons who might 
be calling Mm. He was concerned lest anyone calling the Senator might in an 
unguarded statement disclose important information to persons who are not 
entitled to receive it. The question of whether a separate line is to be put 
in has not been answered. The security of the telephone calls conning, through 
the switchboard is , under the present arrangement, very didubtful'. ^

Memo to Mr. Boardman 

In view of the importance of the Senator's position as Chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Committee and the fact that numerous telephone caUs 
will probably be coming to Ms quarters and the possibility it is not unlikely 
that calls may emanate from the White House to the Chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, it inight be well to have a check made of Ms lines. 

It would appear that from the Bureau's stanc|point it would be advisable to 
make such a check and also be aware of the Senator's setup in the event 
any changes in Ms communication’s arrangements are effected. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

It is suggested that we make a preliminary check of the Senator's 
lines to determine whether any effort has been made to monitor Ms 
conversations in Ms present quarters. I have talked to Mr. Parsons and 
he has indicated tMs could be done with little difficulty at this time.

Pursuant to arrangements made by the Director, I saw Senator 
McClellan Saturday afternoon. He said he didn’t know enough about the 
technical aspects to really know what he wanted until he had talked to the 
Director. He did now feel that he wanted the hearing room of the Committee 
on Government Operations checked, his office and home phones, as well as those 
of Committee Counsel Robert Kennedy. He asked that countermeasures be put in 
the Committee room phones and Ms home and office phones. I assured the Senator 
that we would be glad to do tMs and we would get started immediately. 




I explained to the Senator that the countermeasure did not prevent a tap 
to overhear conversations" over the telephone line but did prevent the telephone 
from being used as a microphone to pick up conversations in the room. He said 
he understood this and that frankly he was not concerned, about his conversations 
over the phone even to the extent that when he got annoyed he told some of the 
people he was talking to to go ahead and record Ms conversations. I did tell Mm 
that we would, of course, check all of the telephone lines and determine whether 
there were any taps in existence or any indications that the phones had been tapped.

' Messrs. | land Pfafman of the Laboratory started the check of the 
premises in the Senate" "Olfice Building immediately and made a search for micro-t.g 
phones insofar as it was possible without damage to walls or fixtures. NotMng b7c 
was found. Countermeasure devices were installed in the Senator’s office phone, 
four phones in the Committee room, four in Kemiedy’s office. TMs work was 
completed Saturday night so that we are now through in the Senate Office Building 
premises. It will require two to three days more to complete the check of the 
telephone lines and cables but we expect to complete all of the work including the 
Senator’s and Kennedy’s home phones by Wednesday evening. 

Senator McClellan also asked if we would make a recheck of whatever 
we thought was necessary at some reasonable period and I told him we would do 
tMs. The Senator was most appreciative and said he realiz ed that it was desirable 
from our standpoint as well as Ms not to have tMs spr^cTar’dund' ^!Tl!iat he and 
Kennedy were the only ones aware of our security chec|c^ai|d^pr^e,|:^i^e measures.

19 instruments in all of the above rooms and at the apartment of the Senator in the -4, 

Fairfax Hotel, Washington, D. C. , and the residence of Kennedy at McLean, Virginia; 

(3) The installation of 15 countermeasure devices in telephone instruments at the 

.above locations.

The telephone security check necessitated the entering of six telephone 
exchanges, hi. the Sena te Office Building the Exchange Foreman had to spend three 
hours with Pfafman and | ~] so that they could enter restricted areas without 
question and get into locked cabinets and rooms to cheek terminal appearances.

Powers stated the agent taking the call advised the secretary that it would be 
perfectly proper for her to call the telephone company to request this be done,^ip 
whereupon the secretary stated the FBI had performed this service for the 
Judge in the past and that was why she was calling. She was then told that a 
check would be made and she woMd be called back and advised. Powers stated 
we did check the Judge’s phone in the Rosenberg case but, since he is now 
entering trial on a narcotics case in which we have no jurisdiction, Powers 
wondered whether the Bureau would want this done. He stated the New York 
Office could telephone the office contacts at the New York Telephone Company 
requesting the Judge’s line be checked or we could do it ourselves.

In its present state of design it can be compromised by appropriate 
"counter" design and equipment. Further development of this unit 
will be followed. 

A so-called "Microphone Detector," intended to take 
advantage of the resonant frequency of microphones, is under design 
at the Laboratory. It does not appear that this unit will perform 
as expected by the company. However, development will be followed. 

A "Transistorized Photo-Cell Probe" is still in the planning 
stage. It is hoped that this unit will permit detection of a 
modulated light beam {visible or infrared) by means of which a voice 
signal within a room is being overheard by unauthorized persons 
outside the room. Development will be followed. 

It is of interest to note that State Department security 
officers have been "talking up" all of the first six items as being 
exceptionally good and having been designed by SDL at the request of 
the State Department. Such was claimed by State in a proposed annual 
report to the HSC Special Committee. As a matter of fact. State 
Department does not have proprietary right to any of the above items, 
all of them having been developed by SDL at their own expense. 

SDL does not have a grasp of the fundamental problems 
involved in microphone and radio frequency detecting equipment. It 
lacks the technical equipment and qualified personnel to do a good 
job. Fundamental performance of SDL products in no instance exceeded 
that of similar equipment which has been available for years. 

Of particular importance is the fact that employees of SDL 
were most indiscreet. They volunteered information as to the names 
of other Government agencies and of individuals in those agencies for 
whom they had developed and were developing equipment. They were very 
strongly cautioned as to the confidential nature of the Bureau’s 
inquiry. The Bureau should be most circumspect in any future dealings 
with SDL.

Care should' be exercised s6 that a pattern is not 
established as to the exact day -of the checks. As provided in 
SAC Letter Number 80,. Section G, dated 8-10-51^ if the telephone 
company is reluctant to permit examination of the lines on company 
premises, the discretion of the SAC will prevail as to whether 
to insist on such examination. While a determined effort must be 
made to make the checks at all locations, cooperation with the 
company in other matters is not to be jeopardized. These cheeks 
are to be made at ail terminal appearances of the lines and at any 
other necessary locations regardless of the type of cable used 
between- the company exchange and field office or Resident Agency 
quarters , 

The quarterly check should provide adequate security 
for field office lines at this time. The annual check at 
Resident Agencies is not only a necessary precaution but is an 
excellent means of maintaining contact with plant officials of 
the telephone companies located in smaller cities of your 
field division.

Reference is made to your memorandum of August 19, 1958, 
requesting the FBI to make a security check of a number of offices in 
the Department. 


The problem of the security of space in the Justice Department 
building is a part of the much largeJf over -all problem of general security 
of sensitive government space. While it is true that in an effort to be 
of as much assistance as possible, this Bureau does on occasion perform 
security checks of the Attorney General's office, the Bureau cannot under- 
take an expanded program of such service because of the severe adverse 
effect on our own heavy workload. 
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In this regard, it is noted that in connection with a somewhat 
related problem involving^ecaril 3 r of government telephone service, by 
memorandum from the D^uty j^orney General under date of June 13, 
1955, a copy of which wa£iiesig5Sted for you as Chairman of the 
Interdepartmental Committee Internal Security, this Bureau was 
adyised that ’tt is my undefitap^teg ttet the General Services 
Administration which furM'siies the buildings OwCupied by most 
government agencies also has £bge r,<^ponsibility for furnishing 
adequate telephone comi§micateon^^d for the security of such » 
telephone lines. ” A represeni&ive=of General Services Administr^iofP 
subsequently advised this Bureau that the problem of telephone-si^cSritsK 
had been referred to the C^ice of Security and Compliance of C^^ai _

Mr. Holloman indicated that: (1) arrangements were made for the telephone 
company to recheck the lines and iron out the difficulty and (2) the Laboratory 
was advised to conduct a security check on the phone line. The Director requested 
that the difficulties be looked into promptly. 


The Laboratory reports that a telephone security check was 
promptly instituted at 5:44 P. M. , 12-12-58. All possible points of access 
where irregularities or tapping could occur were carefully examined. Completion 
of the check has determined that from a security standpoint there was no evidence 
of tampering. 


As a matter of general information, you will recall that there 
is an unusual amount of telephone company activity presently going on within 
the Department of Justice Building while the Department' s telephone system 
is being converted to dial equipment. It is observed that during this change- 
over from one system to another many lines will be disconnected momentarily 
and reconnected in the process. I note that the telephone people worked within 
the building again Saturday. They did not work Sunday; however, their work 
will begin again Monday.

It was understood through liaison that White House personnel 
would contact the Bureau at such time as assistance was needed. Pursuant to the 
above arrangements, on 5/26/59 Robert I. Bouck, Special Agent in Charge,r^<'^‘q 7 ‘ 7 ^^^ 
Protective Research Section, White House Detail, Secret Service, (who initiated 
the White House request for assistance) requested that Laboratory engineers 
survey the physical setup of the telephone system and recommend what steps, if 
any, should be taken to make it "as secure as possible within the walls of the 
White House. " Bouck will advise SA O.H. Bartlett when the President is away 
from the White House so that the survey can include living quarters as well as j^| i 
office space at the same time. 

As a part of the assistance being rendered, it was arranged with 
Bouck ^tlat the countermeasure devices in the White House telephones be rechecked 
by Laboratory engineers on the evening of 6/2/59. Any new ones or replacements 
that are needed will be installed at a later date. ^ 

. For your information, the Bureau made a complete technical 
security survey of 450 White House telephone lines in 1945 for evidence of tampering. 
It is contemplated that the present survey will be limited to a physical infection 
on which to base recommendations for Improved security. Also, countermeasure 
devices have been maintained by the Bureau at the White House since 1951 to 
prevent telephones fromrbeing used to pick up room conversations.

Protective Research Section, Secret Service, has resulted in a recheck of ,/ 
countermeasures in White House phones by Laboratory and indication from 
Bouck that complete survey of White House telephone facilities would be reque 
at such time as the President is out of town for an extended period. We are 
presently awaiting further word from Bouck as to when the White House work 
schedule will permit completion of the survey.

Bouck has indicated that purpose of survey is to obtain recommen- 
dations as to how to make the White House telephone system as secure as possible. 
Subsequent information has been obtained reflecting that Bouck has likewise 
solicited information and assistance concerning a secure telephone system from 
representatives of other Government agencies, the local Chesapeake and Potomac 
Telephone Company and the Beil Telephone Laboratories, Incorporated, of 
New Jersey. It appears that Bouck does not have a thorough understanding of 
either the technical or security problems involved in operating and maintaining 
a telephone system and is shopping around for advice and assistance, ki view 
of this,, we will be most circumspect in future dealings with Bouck. 


Information also indicates that neither Bouck nor anyone else 
has the responsibility for the security of the entire Wliite House telephone system, 
that Bouck lacks authority to control the installation and removal of telephone 
instruments, and that he does not have the Ml cooperation of other White House 
employees concerning the telephone system. With such a lack of centralized ^ 
authority and control, it is extremely doubtful that any amount of technical protection 
would guarantee full security of the telephone system.

s, In view of this report from Mr. Holloman, inquiry was made of 

the telephone company, without revealing the above details, as to whether 
equipment trouble had increased since initiation of interdepartmental dialing. 

A slight increase has been noted, but there has also been a considerable 
increase in the number of caUs handled by the equipment which explains the increase. 

From the nature of the instant occurrence, it must have been 
caused by a malfunction within the Justice Department telephone equipment 
rather than in the FBI telephone equipment. It was learned from telephone 
company personnel that no complaints of malfunctioning of Justice Department C ) 
dial equipment had been received during the instant morning. One thing was vy 
learned, however, which could have led to the apparently isolated malfunctioning'-^ 
involved here. 

K A traffic study (survey of the volume of calls) was being conducted 

0 in the Justice Exchange by three telephone company women employees. A temporary 
malfunction of the present type could easily have been caused by an inadvertent 
brushing against the telephone switching equipment by one of these emgloye^ 
the course of their survey work. 

i ln any event, occurrences of the type rggog|j|d ^q^gst normal;'; they 
can be ej^ected to happen only rarely, and then only ^ ls a result of an equipment 
malfunction. *

Reference is made tayour 9-7-60, telephone call to me advising that 
an Air Force Office of Special Investigations (OSI) security check team had 

encountered an unexplained situation at the residence of Secretary of the

In the course of making a check for concealed listening devices, the team, 
headed by Major A1 Sears, reportedl y discovered a working microphone. 

Due to possible Bureau interest, SA f l and myself proceeded to 

the Secretary’s residence at 9:00 p.m. and determined the following situation 
to exist. 

A buzzer system is utilized between the four floors of the Sharp 
residence to enable occupants to signal each other on the different floors. 

OSI technicians checked the wiring of this system at a central location in 
the basement for possible hidden microphones attached to the buzzer wires, 
hi the case of the buzzer in the library on the third floor, they were able to 
hear room conversation. Verification of this fact was made by myself and 


This ''freakl’ condition was. determined to be due to the particular 
buzzer, line, test equipment and test techniques used by OSI. None of the 
other buzzers at other locations in the house could be activated in tiie same 
manner. It was further determined that the condition was confined to the 
buzzer system itself and there was no indication that the signal was beuig 
carried out of the house on other wires.

On December 12, 1955 the Chairman of the Interdepartmental 
Committee on Internal Security advised you of the request made t 
the General Services Administration that ICIS be advised of the 
possibility of the appearances of U.S. Government telephone lines 
on the premises of foreign establishments in U.S. cities other than 

( Washington, D.C. At that time GSA had indicated that it would make 
a survey qf foreign establishments with the end in view of removing 
appearances of U.S. Government lines from the cabling of those i 
establishments. 


Recently, members of the ICIS Secretariat met with represen 
tatives of GSA in order to determine what progress has been made in ^ ^ , 



meeting this problem. As a result of these conferences, the GSA 


conferred with officials of the American Telephone and lelegraph^j^^ 
Company regarding the removal of multiple appearances, particulaiS.y 
those containing the lines of U.S. Government establishments, from 
the telephone cabling going to foreign establishments in the U.S. 

Because of the magnitude of such a survey, the Telephone 
Company recommended as a more practical and economical approach that 
a list of sensitive Government agencies in cities other than Washington 
be transmitted so that multiple appearances could be removed from 
their lines. 




Enclosed is a copy of a letter received from GSA dated 
August 30, 1960 and a copy of a memorandum dated August 12, I960 
received from the American Telephone and Telegraph Company by GSA. 
This correspondence sets out the results of progress made in this 
matter to date, As you will note, the GSA requests the assistance 
of the ICIS in developing the necessary detailed information re- 
garding the identification of all sensitive Government lines 
throughout the U.S. It would be appreciated if the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation would submit whatever comments 
the proposal made by GSA.

White House representatives have requested the local Chesapeake and 
Potomac Telephone Company to submit a proposal which would provide 
expansion of the present White House telephone switchboard facilities. A 
proposal in brochure form has been prepared and submitted to the White House, 


White House (repr^senS0?es have furnished this brochure to Assistant 
Director Evans for any comment which the Bureau may care to make regarding 
security of the telephone company's proposal. ' 

Review of this brochure reveals that it is nondetailed, nontechnical and 
nonspecific with regards to actual installation of equipment, instruments, lines 
and cables. It does propose in the language of the telephone company’s 
commercial department to effect an eicpansion of the present small switchboard 
in the White House by physically removing the board from the White House and 
Incorporating it with a much larger switchboard facility, which still contains 
expansion capabilities, located in the nearby Executive Office Building. Cost 
figures as well as an enumeration of the apportionment of lines is set forth in 
tabular form for consideration. Initiating this move would permit expansion 
of lines serving the White House. Since no technical detail is set forth in this 
commercial proposal, no further analysis is possible other than to observe 
that consolidation of the present White House switchboard with the larger 
Executive Office switchboard with the resultant removal of the present switch- 
board from the White House proper necessarily requires the telephone cables 
and lines serving the White House to be routed through the nearby Executive 
Office Building. From the standpoint of wire line security, it is imperative, 
therefore, that the proposed consolidated switchboard facilities, telephone 
cables, terminals and associated equipment all must be afforded a high level 
of physical security equal to that which is presently applied to the equipment 
and switchboard facilities now located within the White House proper.

Reference is made to previous correspondence regarding security 
of telephone lines. On December 12, 1935^ the Chairman of the Inter 
departmental Committee on internal Security advised you of the request 
made to the General Services Administration that ICIS be advised of 
the possibility of the appearances of U. S. Government telephone lines 
on the premises of foreign establishments in U. S, cities other than 
Washington, D. C. At that time GSA indicated that it would make a 
survey of foreign establishments with the end in -iriew of removing 
appearances of U. S. Go-vernment lines from the cabling of those ' 
e stabli shment s . 

The ICIS has recently discussed this matter, in consultation with 
experts from GSA, the Department of Defense, and the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, In the course of these discussions it became 
apparent to the members of the ICIS that although the problem of 
"multiple appearances" constitutes an internal security danger, the 
significance of this danger has been considerably diminished ty the 
development of more refined techniques for the exploitation of tele- 
phone lines and instruments for clandestine listening purposes. 
Furthermore, ICIS is mindful that sec-urity regulations forbid the 
discussion of classified information on telephone lines, and that, 
therefore, the. removal of multiple appearances should yield only 
marginal benefits. The fact that sensitive agencies do make some 
efforts to check their telephone lines, to detect interference, if 
any, together with the advanced techsaiques mentioned above, have led 
ICIS to conclude that there is not adequate justification for pursuing 
further the problem of multiple appearances of telephone lines.

For the Director* s information, we currently conduct a detailed 
security check on the residence and office telephone lines serving the 
Director, Mr. Tolson and Bureau officials each three months. In 
addition, we include the Attorney General and, at this time,

' The Bureau has no continuing telephone security check program 
for Cabinet Officers. Some Departments have their own technical 
staff. From a confidential source, we know that some Departments use 
their own men to conduct telephone security checks on their own lines. 

Such a check involves physical examination and electrical checking on 
ail access points to the lines (such as in telephone exchange buildings, 
on poles, in basements of buildings, etc. ) for the purpose of determining 
whether the line is tapped. This is contrasted to our countermeasure 
program (CM) in which we modify the telephone instrument itself to 
prevent its being used as a microphone to pick up room conversation 
when the instrument is on the hook. We do have a continuing counter- 
measure program and, as you know, since the first of the year there 
has been considerable activity in this program for Cabinet Officers due 
to the change in Administration. 

The Laboratory is equipped to make telephone security checks 
and has in the past on special requests performed this type of work for 
several individual Cabinet members.

Because telephone company employees 
have been involved in other cases where they were bribed by gamblers 
it was n ot felt that the telephone company should be asked to make this 
check. 1 I inquired as to whether it would be possible for the Bureau 
Laboratory to do this. He was told tlmt a check would be made and he 
would be advised. 

ACTION TO BE TAKEN; 

It has been ascertained from the Laboratory that to check 
the pertinent telephone lines in the Department would take one of our 
experts about two or three days. Since the information in the specific 
cases cited was the subject of telephone conversations with the Departraeni 
immediately prior to its becoming known to the gamblers, there would, 
appear to be some logic fo making this check. The situation also has 
the advantage of making the Department more security conscious and 
they may desist from their past practice of insisting on a full disclosure 
of information developed in our reports to the Internal Revenue Service.

The' CM device is classiEied "Secret, " Because of this, it is, 
desira|>Te; for the Bureau to be notified ahead erf the telephone company 
repair„department in case trouble develops in the telephone in which a CM 
device is installed. This permits Bureau personnel to remove the device 
before/a repairman arrives and possibly removes the telephone instrument.

I talked briefly with Lt. Colonel John Eisenhower, the General's son

The Attorney General asked me to stop by his office this ^ 
afternoon. He said that he had had installed earlier this week in his fM 

\ office a special telephone line which connects him with the President, * 

Secretary of State, Defense, and other high-ranking Governmental ’ 

officials, which Is available for the discussion of security -type matters 
which cannot be discussed on the ordinary telephone. 

The special equipment provides a scrambled transmission 
which is encoded at the point of origin and decoded at the receiving 
end by means of special equipment. In order to actuate the equipment, 
a special coded card must be inserted in the equipment. These coded 
cards are changed each day at the same time on a world-wide basis. 

The cards are chained in the Washington area at 8:00 p. m. daily. The 
change must be made by a person having Top Secret clearance. 

The mechanics of handling this matter are essentially very 
simple. There is a combination lock on the equipment. The door to 
the equipment is opened by means of this combination. There is a 
receptacle immediately inside the door which contains a pad of the 
cards, approximately 3” X 8*’. These cards are similar in appearance 
to the ordinary IBM card. The old card is removed and a new card 
inserted. The person handling this initials the log to. show that the 
new card was inserted and the old card destroyed by bmning. 

Thd' Attorney General^said'he knew that the Bureauliad Special C/ 
Agents on duty'iiilGe^uiHce Building 24 hours a day. He said he would 
like to have the Agent who is on duty during the evening hours handle the 
changing of the cards in this special telephone equipment. It was pointed

raised with the Bureau by the Department with regard to the maintenance 
of this equipment, and we had told the Department the only person we 
had who was qualified to maintain such equipment was not located in 
Washington but was assigned to our facilities at Quantico, where our 
only security telephone of this type is located. The Attorney General 
said this was not a question of maintenance but rather just keeping the 
coded car d up -to -date.

It was then suggested that perhaps the Attorney General could 
have people in his own office do this. He replied by ind icating that the 
work was now being ha ndled by M s Executive Assistant, I | 

but that he had to send f ' I out of town a great deal. He also stated 

that he thought this was a particularly sensitive assignment and he would 
be much more secure hi his Own mind if it could be handled by the FBI, 


It was then pointed out to the Attorney General that security 
reasons would obviously preclude any widespread knowledge of the special 
equipment he had and its combination^ that we rotated the assignment of 
our Special Agents on weekend duty and this would mean that a different 
iigent would be in charge every Saturday and Sunday. The Attorney General 
said he would liandle the matter himself on the weekend but he would still 
our handling it during the week. 


He again noted that this is a sensitive assignment and that 
international conditions are tense, and he knew he would npt have to 
worry if the job could be done by the FBI. 


ACTION TO BE TAKEN: 


It would seem that the Attorney General should be able to get 
some trustworthy person in the Department to do this job. The mere 
fact that it has tat : done during the evening hours should not make 
any difference. Nevertheless, he keeps coming back, to the thought that 
the FBI is better qualified. If it is desired that we assist the Attorney 
General, it would be possible to have one of bur regularly rassigned 
I people either in our own code room or an Agent Supervisor regularly 
assigned to the 4:00 p. m, to midnight shift handle the assignment. It 
is noted that it would take only a few minutes time each night to do thi^.

Z During th6 Cuban crisis last fall it wSs recognized that we should insure | 
maximum possible security in telephone communicationSo As a result of a review made, 
we persuaded the telephone company to put our leased telephone line between New York Pj 
and the Seat of Government (S<X3) on landline facilities rather than microwave radio L 
facilities which the Laboratory felt would be more secure» At the same time we recognized 
that if the necessary equipment could be secured to ‘scramble voices on this New York-SO^ 
telephone line, the security of these communications would be increased* Since that tim^x 
Liaison has been making an extensive survey to*determine the cost of such equipment anaT 
whether any is available* Any such voice- scrambling equipment can be used only with a 1 
leased line and since the line from here to Nev/ York is our only leased line with a field ^ 
office, this is the only line on which such voice scramblers could be used* \P 



We know of no other scramblers immediately avaHabie and the table below , 
reflects the types of scramblers which are now in use by other agencies or which are 
expected to be in use within the near future* The table also shows the cost of equipment 
for each type and the monthly rental for a leased line between Washington and New York 
for each type* The Models KY-1, KY-3, and KY-5 are not currently in production and 
their availability would depend upon release or surplus from other agencies* The special 
type of high-quality telephone line required by these modeis would be extremely expensive 
and in a short time would more than offset the greater initial cost of Model KY-9 or KG- 13* 
The KY-9 uses a regular telephone line and would not result in increasing the rental cost • 
of our present leased line to New York* The KG- 13 would increase the cost of that line 
by approximately $40 per month* y .

The Directors memorandum December 20, 1963, pointed out 
that the President had experienced interference on his telephone 
line while engaged in speaking to the Majority Leader. The 
President stated that he thought we should look into the matter. 
The Director initiated an immediate inquiry into this situation. 
In connection therewith the following progress report is being 
submitted at this time. 


Laboratory personnel immediately upon receipt of your 
call, made contact at the White House and aggressively through- 
out the night conducted interviews of technical and operational 
personnel as v/ell as provided guidance for a special crew of 
telephone cable specialists who worked in the White House and in 
the Executive Office Building on the telephone facilities there. 

Our men conducted an immediate security check of all . 

telephone lines and equipment associated with the lines in questi^-- ^ 
and no evidence of taps or other tampering v/as found. However, 

' there was found to be an actual defect in the telephone cable / 

, running between the White House proper and the Executive Office 
Building (Old State Department Building where the bulk of the 
telephone . equipment and the switchboard are located) , Two special 
telephone cable crews supervised by a Vice President of the local 
telephone company immediately began v/ork to -isolate and correct 
the defect. This involved physically tearing into the lead covered 
.cable itself. Some idea of the magnitude of the problem can be 
"obtained by noting that this cable carries 1500 pairs of wires. 


The defect was finally isolated and corrected approximately 
2:30 AM December 21, As a matter of interest, the defect was 
found to, be a faulty splice which appeared to have existed since 
the initial installation of the cable. It apparently had gone

undiscovered until it came to light by virtue of the installation 
only two days ago of a new telephone in the dining area. This new 
telephone used the defective line,. *and the nature -of the defect was 
such that it effectively connected the new telephone to two separate 
telephone circuits in the same cable rather than the normal one, thus 
permitting unintentional talking or listening between two lines. 

IVhile the finding of the defect has apparently corrected the 
immediate problem. In view of a reported history’ of other similar 
instances in the past, the telephone company, under our direction 
is conducting some additional checks of their telephone line 
switching equipment on telephone company premises to determine whether 
there was any other contributory factor involved. In addition, it 
is planned that all the other circuits in the lyh it e House cable will 
be checked’ to insure there are no other similar defects existing on 
other lines in the cable. This will be done as rapidly as possible^ 
but necessarily at a time which will not disrupt normal White House^ 
telephone operations. 

As a further, matter of record , it is noted that the. %ite House 
telephone operator advises there was only one instance on the . . 

afternoon of December 20 in which the President advised her of trouble i; 
on the line. .The operator stated that she was not .advised by the i 

President of any specific identifying information concerning the 
person interfering with the line. However, she did advise that at 
about this time the President's daughter Miss Lucy Johnson called 
the. switchboard to advise that while she was making . another call 
she had overheard her father.

Calls between the LBJ Ranch and the White House may be routed' over any 
\ one of several permanently connected paths . Therefore, it was necessary to 
review^.alliacets of the far-flung network m order to pursue the potential cause

S for these lines during the past six weeks. We also interviewed people at the White 
House knowledgeable of the communications systems, including telephone operators

j noticeable reduction in the speech volume while the hand piece is off the hook and 
I will cause a click when tke hand piece is removed from and restored to the switch 
hook. We are advised that there are several instruments (extensions) on the same 
line at the ranch. While these clicks would not result from norm^ operating pro- 
cedures, they may occur through inadvertent effort to use a telephone when the 
line was already in use. 


A third and less likely source for clicks is in the rare, but possible, un- 
predictable failure of some component in the intervening telephone company 
equipment. These lines between the LBJ Ranch and the White House receive a 
high order of maintenance and are, therefore, less likely to cause the reported 
difficulty. A click condition was recorded only one time during the period in 
which the trouble reports were examined and the malfunction was corrected 
vidthin a matter of minutes. The line was not in use when the trouble was dis- " 
covered. The telephone company has provided ample reserve facilities to 
maintain communication in the event of such a failure but, nevertheless, such a 
failure may cause a click and a momentary disruption of service. 


The telephone company has provided "back-up" facilities for all telephone 
lines between the ranch and the White House over completely different geographical 
routes so as to assure continuous service between these two points. Too, the 
company has made a survey and is now in the process of upgrading telephone 
facilities at the White House. This program, because of the magnitude and com- 
plexity of the job, the structural changes required in the areas involved and the 
need not to disrupt White House operations, will require an extended period of 
time to complete. 


RECOMhfeNDATlDN: 

It is recommended that Mr. DeLoach advise the President that a source of 
clicks on his telephone lines between the ranch and the White House has been 
determined to be a result of standard operating procedures under conditions where 
the operator must audibly check the line to determine whether it is still in use. 

If agreeable to the President, liaison will be effected between this Bureau and the 
telephone companies in Washii^ton and at. the ranch to cause a modification in 
the switchboards to permit checking the bvisy condition by means of a '*busy si^al 
light" as well as any other means available to the telephone company to eUminate 
the need for breaking into the line. This will eliminate this source of clicks which, 
as set forth above, is the most likely source of the reported problem.

As a result of a call from the President to Assistant Director C, D, DeLoach,

The Long Subcommittee on Administrative Practice and Procedure of the 
U. S. Senate Committee on the Judiciary is pursuing many avenues of inquiry in 
conducting its investigation of ydretapping. The Chief Counsel of this Subcommittee, 
Bernard Fensterwald, Jr, , has questioned personnel of the local telephone company 
here in Washington regarding any knowledge they may have of FBI activity relating to 
I wiretapping or whether they have been contacted by the FBI for information as to the 
’ routing of any telephone lines which could be used for wiretapping. Fen^rwald 
has been told that no such requests have come to telephone personnel whom he has 
questioned and that the per sons questioned should be in a position to know of any such 
requests. These contacts between the Subconaraittee and the telephone cpmpany 
occurred between July 1964 and November 1965. 

The telephone company has therefore not felt that our security checks 
constitute a request from the FBI relating to the investigation of wiretapping being 
conducted by the Senate Subcomrnittee. 

This information is presented in view of the current investigation of this 
Senate Subcommittee relative to wiretapping and their specific questions directed at 
the FBL

He mentioned that one year ago at Christmas time the President had a notice placed on the 
wire services that members of the press and all their families would be welcome at the 
V.%ite House the following day. He mentioned this did not allow time for the appropriate 
security checks. Watson agreed and stated that' the President, in concurrence with the 
Director’s previous recommendations, does not want anyone invited to the White House , 
‘unless this individual at least has been checked through the files of the FBI. Watson cited 
the example of the Buffalo contractor who had a criminal record and who was invited to 
attend a State Dinner. This man was telephonically advised at the last moment that he was 
not to attend. The FBI name check on this man reflected that he had a past criminal record. 
The man and his wife showed up anyhow and were admitted to the social event by the White 
-House Police. This man was the first to greet the President upon the President’s arrival 
and the last to bid him good night, Rowley indicated that neither the White House Police 
nor the Secret ’Service had been advised that this man was not to be admitted to the White 
House. 

Watson told the group that the White House was picketed 166 times during 
1965. Rowley stated that additional protective features are carefully being added insof^ 
as picketing is concerned. The Director stated that the group must consider the fact that 
any steps talren to tighten security vrill be picked up by the press. He added that despite 
this fact the security of the President and tlie First Family must be considered paramount 
and the criticism of the press should be ignored. .The Director stated in his opinion there

should be a marked diminution of the number of passes held by the press. He stated this . 
number had obviously pyramided over the years. Watson agreed. The Director contimied 
chat press passes should be recalled and a screening given before new passes were issued, 

He stated here again there would, be criticism, however^ ihe added security would be well 
wortli the risk involved. The Director briefed the group on security at FBI Headquarters. 

He stated it was absurd for 'White House staff members to leave classified documents on 
their desk. He stated there is a firm rule at FBI Headquarters that all work must be locked 
up at night and that this work was not to be left in the respective desks. The Director 
stated that there was, of course, no such thing as total or cpmplete security. He cited 
the example' of a-Tass newspaper representative taking his press pass back to the Soviet 
Union with him upon transfer,. The Director stated this was dangerous because Soviet 
-espionage representatives are notoribus for their forgeries. I 

The Director reiterated that press passes should be -collected and reissued 
following an appropriate screem^He- stated that procedures should be devised wherein 
pressmen are not allowed to bring their friends into the White House or to attend press f 
conferences ^yith the President, He gave the example of the young man whose father was | 
in the penitentiary at the time but who was allowed to have his picture taken with the | 

President after being admitted with a press contact. The Director also gave examples of | 
dangerous infiltrations by unknown individuals in both the Hoover and Roosevelt administra- ! 
tions. The Director stated there were more visitors today than there were in previous ; 

years. He stated that we have a very '^egarious President today who has the practice of | 

walking around the White House outer fence, sometimes with tourists. The Director i 

concluded by stating that he personally felt that the practice of unknown visitors being \ 

allowed to wander around the corridors of the "V^te. House is extremely bad. He reiterated [ 
there obviously will be criticismi by the press if security is tightened^- however, this j 

criticism wiU . pass within 5 days, , \

'The Director made the observation that the White House should adopt ‘ | 

stringent security procedures and should indicate to the press that this was done on the | 

recommendations of the FBI and Secret Service. He sta.ted this would serve to remove 
criticism or blame being placed on the President or the White House st^f. Watson stated ^ 

he was very grateful for tlie observation and thought it was an excellent one. ; 

* - * 

Watson stated he recently took a little walk around.the kitchen entrance to 
tlie White House. He, noted there were 60 people in. arid around this locality. In tiie shelter 
area, there are sometimes 250 or 300 individuals. He stated that these-totais were 
completely unnecessary and that one newcomer to the Wtite House had volunteered there 
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Jle: Meeting on Physical Security^ White House 

were 50 per cent more people than necessary currently employed at the White House. 

Rowley stated there was a meeting held 2 months ago at which time the 
Secret Service volunteered to issue new passes and invoke esAreme security measures. 

He stated he- was. still prepared to take this step. He stated he agreed with the Director 
tl;a.t the habit of staff members leaving documents on their desks at night is a dangerous 
cne. Rowley continued that actually these staH members are protected when the documents 
are removed for safekeeping, inasmuch as the documents might conceivably be 
picked up by a newspaper man and published. Rowley advised that each st^f assistant 
should be responsible for his own office. He mentioned the Truman administration had 
suffered a very bad experience in that a newspaper man had gained unauthorized access 
to a staff office and picked up valuable data which was later published. Only, thereafter, 
would Truman order proper security- procedures. Rowley stated that each administration- 
is different insofar as security is concerned. Usually good security is not pronxoted until 
some embarrassing situation occurs. 

Watson stated that the press should be prepared in advance through proper i 
briefing and guidelines as to security.

The Director stated that the various U. S. embassies abroad, some of which f 
contain FBI offices therein, maintain tight security through usage of the U. S, Marine . 
Corps, Any violations of security are promptly reported to the Ambassador and in turn to 1 
the. Secret ary of Stat e, There is, therefore, a precedent already established for good , I 
security. | |stated this was a very important point and that franldy good secu:?,ity. 5 

should be a standard Government procedure.’ The Director replied that this; was the 1 

uniform policy of the State Department in all embassies. |

Watson advised that 3he would appreciate receiving a report containing 
recommendations of both the FBI and Secret Service, He stated that if additional security 
personnel were needed, this should be one of the recommendations. He advised that^he | 

would like concurrence of the FBI and Secret Service regarding the procedures currently | 

being established regarding telephone security. He then spoke of the numerous individuals, | 
some very profane, whO;called the ^ite House and are often switched to male, operators i 

because of their usage of wlgar language. The Director stated that none of us have a ■; 

complete conception of the number of ’’screwballs" loose in the United States today. He | 
spoke of his appearance before the Warren Commission and- the example of the number of ; 
psychopaths, subversives, etc., approximately 2, 500 total, who potentially could be along 
the motorcade route of the President when.he. travels to New York City. 
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' ' I [ stated that he- thought the President’s staff assistants should be ' 

briefed on the dangers of allowing unknown visitors to frequent liVhite. House corridors, ;

; Watson reite^^ated tha± he particularly wanted the recommendations of the 

Director and Rowley regarding security procedures, 

I ""I stated, that he felt the FBI and Secret Service should consider 

recommending legislation which would prevent pickets from gathering immediately in front 
of the White House. He ejq)lained this was not a method to prevent legal demonstrations but 
, merely a security .procedure so that pickets could be relocated in an area not adjacent to 
tile White House. The Director^c.qnsidered this to be a very wise suggestion. Rowley stated' 
that he had considered this once before and had discovered that Wayne Morse would definMy^ 
object to such legislation or change bft prjbcedures. The Director stated that Senator Morse ; 
was kicked in the head by a horse .at a young age and had .never recovered. He, stated that j 
very few people pay any attention to Senator Morse. The Director reiterated the policies : 
of the FBI with respect to physical securityi He spoke of ^security procedures -at CIA and i 
the Atomic Energy Commission, He advised thatjthere is. obviously a precedent for strong

Watson stated tha^here were 12, 740 telephone calls of a threatening or 
profane nature made to the i^ile.House in. 1965i These calls were referred to Hie Secret 
Service. The Director stated that 'the Pr esident or Watson sho.uld/SS’forced to take telephont 
calls from mental cases or crackpots. Watson ..stated' that current telephone procedures 
called for the identification of the caller before the call is put through. He stated this did 
not happen, however, one niffht la.st week when an individ iia.1 called from California using 
the name of | \ The caller was put through to the 

living quarters in the mansion ^d the President picked up the phone' only to find himself 
talking to a crackpot, Watson continued f^at a person should not object to being identified. 

He stated this was not a violation of civil rights. The Director agreed and advised that this 
was similar to individuals objecting to having their fingerprints taken, J 

[ indicated that the White House pass system has been redesi^ed, | 

He sfete d, that he knows . that the Secret Service will agree with every procedure that t)ie • 
Director had recommended. Watson reiterated that the press will necessarily be bri'efed ^ 

prior to. security procedures being placed in effect. He stated he did not want these. , 

procedures to be publicly r.uihed before they are initiated. 
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Jolms stated that tiie ultimate in security "would be to have all White House 
passes turned into guards upon the departure of the individual visiting the White House. He 
stated this procedure would probably never be. placed in effect, however, it would definitely 
prevent individuals taking passes away from the White House and keeping them. He added 
that usually when White House passes are recalled, the holder of such passes claims that he 
has lost the pass. The holder \mdoubtedly desired to keep this pass as a memento or a 1 
prestige factor. Watson stated that he was definitely for the recommendation of making out \ 
new passes. t 

The Director stated that he believed that potential criticism of the press 
should not prevent, security measures being placed into effect. He stated that a number of 
* press representatives usually have mental halitosis. He added that press criticism would ; 
definitely fade away within a few days. Watson requested that this opinion of the Director... 
be placed in the FBI report to be furnished to Mm. 

Watson asked the Director to also put an opinion in the FBI report relative 
to including press representatives od the Presidential Jet. He stated that he was against 
having such representatives aboard inasmuch as it was difficult for the President and staff j 
assistants to discuss business with press representatives present, Watson added that he«. 
would appreciate the Director includif^ in his report thetiact that the President, while in a 
motorcade, should travel in a '^bubble-top" limousine. ' , 

Johns spoke up to say that he thoughtthe final report of FBI and Secret j. 

Service '.should include alternatives or varying degrees of security. He explained that if | 
Watson and the President refuse to, go along with one modification they might perhaps 
accept a less stringent alternative. Watson agreed. |

I "I stated that if the White House passes are not recalled there 

definitely should be an expiration date placed on new passes to be issued. He continued 
that a need should be established, for White House passes in each individual case. The 
Director stated tMs was a very sound opinion. ^ 

Drawing meeting to a close, Watson stated he greatly appreciated the 
assistance of the Director. The Director indicated that he was glad to be of help. Watson 
added he would appreciate receiving a report from the Director and Rowley of Secret * 
Service as expeditiously as possible. |

Special ^ent Leinbaugh, who^ 
assisted me in the per-soiM security survey at the White House made two years ago, Wll 
work with Bartlett and me in drawing up rough draft recommendations and then making a | 
final set of recommendations to the Director which will take into consideration the Secret r 

Service report in all aspects. The Director will then be in a position to indicate whether |

The. Procedural Guides set forth by TSCS have served 
as the basis for countermeasures procedures by Intelligence Community 
members. There have been no known conflicts with FBI investigative 
policies to date but it should be noted that the Procedural Guides 
set forth by TSCS were requirements for reporting and testing technical 
surveillance penetrations/hazards mainly outside the continental 
United States and these guidelines require that some investigation 
be conducted by the technical surveillance countermeasures team. 

For a discovery of a technical surveillance penetration made within 
the United States (including Puerto Rico) , the FBI has primary 
jurisdiction subject to any current agreements between the FBI and 
the military services.

As the suggestion states, the Bureau is aware of the 
technical effect from playing a radio in a room for the stated 
purpose. However, to be sure to be effective, the radio should 
be played at a level equal to or above the voice levels which 
makes conversation difficult, which would rebroadcast the radio 
program on the Bureau radio calls and might be objectionable in 
some Resident Agencies, such as courthouses, etc. 


In general, it is felt that playing radio programs 
could easily lead to unjust criticism that Bureau Resident Agents 
sit around and listen to the radio during working hours', 

i Although it may be highly desirable to use radio music 
in a-plant or lookout to improve over-all security, as well as 
a countermeasure against eavesdropping, it is not felt that it 
would be appropriate for general use as suggested by SA Suter; 



It is noted that the cost for such radios for 524 
Resident Agencies would probably be at least $7,860. Maintenance

A recent survey, of. the telephone facilities of 
the Cedar City Resident Agency revealed that the services 
are listed as "essential” but .there are ho security 
precautions installed in the line running from the 
telephone company to the Cedar City Resident Agency. As 
the Bureau is aware, this Resident Agency was established 
in the Spring of 1969. By being declared "essential" the 
Mountain States. Telephone Co^any provides inunediate. 
mainten^ce service in the event of service failure, but 
this- classification does not imply t© any form of security 
precaution on the line.. 

Examination of the facilities revealed that the 
line is a . "dedicated line" extending from the frame roon 
of the tel^SoSe buxlaFng to. the office space of the Cedar 
City Resident Agency located in the State' Highway Department 
building approximately one and one half miles away. It 
was discovered that this line is exposed in seven different 


locations. In six of the locations the telephone lines 
"multiple" on the telephone poles in an area easily 
.accessible to the public. The .seventh location is in the 
:frame room in the basementlof. the State Highway Department 
Ibuilding where the telephone terminals to' the office space 
are easily identified and accessible to anyone, desiring to 
enter, this particular area. There are no facilities 
presently available throurf|,.which these terminals can be 
> secured. ^ 
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Examination of the frame, roort in the telepihone 
company building revealed that there is no security 
precaution on th€s frame itself nor are there any security 
facilities protecting hahdling the telephone lines leading 
away from the building in the underground cables. Extending 
from the building the line pair was identified as number 
459, color white and blue from the, telephone company to the 
first multiple, and brown and red from the first multiple, 
to the Resident Agency. These lines were easily identifiable 
and were easily traced*

States Telephone Company, conducted: a survey and cost " 

estimate to determine what it would cost to secure the 
Bdreau telephone facilities'. It dhpuld be noted that the 
Cedar City area is a rural farming community and very few, 
if any companies in the afea» require security precautions 
necessary to Bureau operations, therefore, securing telephone 
lines is a special project to meet Bhreau requirements. 

The results of the telephone company survey 
would include securing the lines within the building, 
physically securing manhole covers and other access points 
to telephone cables, removing multiples frOrn the telephone 
poles mentioned , and securing the frame room in the basement 
of the State Highw^ty Department buildings Me stated that 
the maximum cost tp the Bureau would be $225,00. It is 
recommended that, the Bureau authorize expenditure of 
$2-25. 00 to secure Biireau telephone facilities at the Cedar 
City Resident Agency and that this wof3c be done as soon as 
possible.

For the information of the Bureau, the Mountain States 
Telephone Company described the line seryicing the Cedar City 
Resident Agency, identified as Line Pair ^59', extending from 
the telephone company frame room to the Cedar City Resident 
Agency, as being a "dedicated line." The term "dedicated" as 
used by the telephone company describes an uninterrupte,d and 
committed line connecting the telephone company and the Cedar 
City- Resident Agency. This line, even though dedicated, can 
and does appear on multiple-type terminals. 

The facilities presently utilized at Cedar City are 
as follows: 






Line Pair 459 leaves the telephone company in an 
underground cable surfacing a short distance from the telephone 
building. The cable is a" "pick- type" cable carrying numerous 
teTephbne lines contained in a polyethylene weather 'shield. 0«5^' 
The cable lines first appear on a telephone pole located at 'g'O- *- 
110 North Main in a! Type 49 Multiple Terminal and Pair 459 
is identified at this point. The cable then continues to the 
pole at ,360 2 North Main; then to poles at' ’432 2 North Main, 

740 2 North Main and 900 2. North Main, where in each location 
the pair appears on a Type 49 Multiple Terminal. The cable 
then extends to 880 1 North Main at the Highway Department 
Building and enters the basement frame room of the building 
in a lead cable. The lines appear in the frame room of the 
Highway Department Building, where Pair 459 branches off 
extending to the Cedar Ciiy Resident Agency office space.

The "pick-type” cable is designed so that telephone 
linemen can cut into the cable at any point and' "pick out." the. 
particular pair they desire to terminate. The wires are 
identified and appear on the Type 49 Multiple Terminal which 
is widely used in the Bell Telephone System, The Type 49 
terminal is not a box-type terminal, but rather a junction 
ternunal located on the line itself close to the pole where 
ioc^ted”'and' is only covered hy“a’heavy~rubbe'r ' shield ^protecting- -- 
it from the weather. It is readily accessible to anyone who 
desired to climb the pole and examine the facility. 

To secure the telephone facilities of the Cedar City 
Resident Agency, the telephone company will discontinue the 
line pair presently in existence and will utilize or install a 
dedicated line pair in a lead cable extending from the telephone 
building to the frame room of the Utah Highway Department. This 
line will not appear or be exposed at any point between the 
frame room of the telephone company- and the frame room of the 
Highway Department Building. The company will secure the 
telephone frame in the basement of the Highway Department by 
housing it in a locked container available only to authorized 
personnel. 


The cost estimate pertains to the securing of the 
lines and frame room as described. Cost of securing the 
frame room at the telephone company building and manhole 
covers is negligible and would not affect the estimated cost 
of securing the lines.

As. the Bureau is aware , t he t e le pho ne facilitie s 

and office space of the ‘Niagara Falls Resident Agency have 
been checked since early 1969 j on a bimonthly basis by 
Buffalo's soundman (a Resident Agent assigned in Rochester, 
New York) to insure the security of these facilities. 


The frequency of these checks was occasioned by 
the concentrated drive against Organized Crime in Western 
New York, as it was felt extraordinary efforts were neces- 
sary to prevent any penetration of our operations by those 
already arrested or under investigation.

During the past l8 months, these additional and < 
special checks have failed to detect any indication of • 
intrusion or any attempt at intrusion of the Niagara Falls 
Resident Agency. Itoile concentrated investigation continues 
to be directed against Organized Crime in this area, it is, 
apparent these checks have consumed substantial time of the 
soundman, which might better be directed to other matters. 





The security of the office remains a major consider- 
ation, however, in the interests of economy, v/ithout Jeopardi- 
zing security, I have instructed that future security checks - 
of the Niagara Falls Agency be conducted quarterly on a strictly 
unannounced and unscheduled basis.

She also stated that Chairman Rooney has no intention of 
moving from his present location in the Rayburn Bunding. 

She stated she became so concerned about the matter that she 
mentioned it to Chairman Rooney and he instructed her to call me and re- 
quest that the FBI check the telephones in his office to see whether they 
have been tampered with. 


RECOMMENDATION 


( It is recommended that the Laboratory promptly arrange to 
check the telephones in Chairman Rooney's Office to determine whether 
they are in proper working order or whether they have been tampered with.

With regard to the noise e^i^jerienced Saturday, 4/8/72, on a telephone 
call from Mr. Felt to the Director through the Bureau switchboard, immediately 
following the call in question representatives from the Laboratory working with 
personnel of Piles and Communications Division thoroughly checked Ml of the 
switchboard equipment involved and ascertained that the Bureau switchboard equipmej^l^ 
was all operating normally and properly. It is noted that when calls are placed to 
the Emerson number at the Director’s residence, these calls necessarily have to

The Laboratory and Files and Communications Divisions will continue to 
impress upon the telephone company the need for the highest possible maintenance 
on the Director's and other officials’ lines; however, it is suggested that if future 
difficulty is experienced on the Emerson line, the trouble possibly may be cleared 
by having the operator re-establish the caU over the Emerson line as was done in 
the current instance or the Director may wish to consider going to the direct manual 
extension for the completion of the call or providing any necessary instruction.

Division, and the Special Investigative Division have been 
contacted and they report that they are not normally advised by 
Metropolitan Police concerning wiretaps installed by the police. 
Washington Field Office was also contacted and SAC Kunkel advised 
that no formal notification procedure exists; however, that on 
occasions involving Title III wiretaps by Metropolitan Police, a 
police department representative may advise informally a 
supervisor in Washington Field as a matter of coordination.

A Space of approjJimately 18" exists between the drop- 
ceiling and the concrete floor above and along the common wail 
areas mentioned above.

Telephone service is 
distributed from this room by cable to each floor of the building. 
The cable servicing the ninth floor space terminates in the 
mechanical room adjacent to the building stairwell. Telephones 
installed in the ninth floor space are served by cables distributed 
from this room, which also contains other telephone equipment. 

Telephone service may be compromised in either of the 
above rooms. The room in the garage area is not locked although 
the door is equipped with a lock.

At the request of the Department of Justice, Laboratory personnel 
conducted an inspection of the ^ove -mentioned premises, prior to occupancy, 
and made certain recommendations for maximum security in a report to the 
Department dated May 31, 1973. It should be noted this group occupies 
approximately two-thirda^of the space on the ninth floor. 



The Laboratory has followed the establishment of these security 
measures to their completion and simultaneously with this work, Laboratory 
personnel conducted a physical inspection of telephone instruments and an 
R. F. Survey of areas completed and occupied. 

A memorandum R. A. Miller to White, 7/23/73, stated that physical 
checks were made of all telephone instruments in place at that time and R, F. 
Surveys had been completed. The results of these security checks revealed 
no evidence of tampering or surreptitious listening devices, and Mr., Joy of 
the Department of Justice was advised of these results. In addition, this 
memorandum pointed out that the Telephone Company had begun a conversion 
of the existing telephone service to a switchboard system.

On 2/ieph, SA CHARLES W. COOKE, WO’s liaison 
representative at the United States Supreme Court, had 
occasion to meet with Chief Justice BURGER at which time 
the^ latter^ expressed concern, in the light of recent kid- 
napings, with the security arrangements at the United 
States Supreme Court and, also, with regard to the move- 
ment of individual Justices. 

Chief Justice BURGER reminisced warmly on his 
relationship with former Director HOOVER and indicated 
that shortly after assuming his responsibilities at the 
Supreme Court, Director HOOVER had acceded to his re- 
quest for a survey of the adequacy of physical security 
at the Court. He then requested that his desire that a 
similar survey be conducted be relayed to Director KELLEY.

Security surveys of the telephone lines at residences of the Director, 
Associate Director, Deputy Associate Directors, and Assistant Directors have 
been carried out by the Radio Engineering Section since 1952. Security surveys 
are done in three phases: (1) on a quarterly basis all access points of the telephone 
line between the central office and the residence are examined (2) on a semiannual 
basis all central office terminals of the telephone service are examined on telephone 
company premises aiid outside lines are again checked and (3) on an annual basis 
all telephone instruments in the residences of persons included in this survey are 
examined and all outside line appearances are rechecked, except that this is 
performed semiannually for the Director. 


Policy changes within the telephone company now require their personnel i 
to accompany Bureau personnel on any security survey of this type, excluding | 
checking the telephone service in the residence. This change necessitates that > — ^ 
specific appointments be made with telephone company, personnel which, in turn, 
[results in substantially increased time spent by Bureau personnel in performing 
these security surveys. In addition, as a result of new policy, the telephone 
company is now quite reluctant to permit entry into their central office by Bureau 
personnel. 


At the present time this, security survey program requires approximately? 

104 man days of two Special Agent Supervisors of the Laboratory. It is felt with the 
increase in security on the part of the telephone company and the technical 
complexity of the modern day telephone system that a change should be ins'tituted ' ' 
in this security prografh. The most vulnerable and accessible location for any 
type of compromise of an individual’s telephone service still exists at the residence 
where the telephone line is accessible and can be identified. It would appear that this 
security survey program would be most productive for time expended if concentrated 
at residences. / w

Pursuant to a request by Special Agent James Ryan, FBI, who is in charge 
of a special detail assi^ed to the Attorney General, a security survey was completed 
on 2/11/75, of Rooms 668 and 669, Mayflower Hotel, 1127 Connecticut Avenue, N.W., 
Washington, D, C. 

This survey included a physical search of the telephones in service at that 
time and an electronic sweep of this space. The physical search for microphones 
was limited to the most likely places a listening device could be hidden without defacing 
walls, ceilings, and furniture . 

The hiterad 7312 receiver was used to observe frequencies from 10-500 MHz. 
A Mason A -3 was also used to observe frequencies between 2 kHz and 1600 MHz. 

No indication of clandestine radio signals originating in the area was 
observed and no evidence of eavesdropping devices or telephone equipment tampering 
was observed at the time of this survey. 

Special Agent James Ryan on the completion of the security survey was 
advised of the above .

This security work began 9:30 AM on above date and was 
completed 3:15 PM same date. This included the apartment .suite of 
State Comptroller George Lindberg, which was located on the tenth floor 
of an apartment building within close proximity of the state capitol.' 

This apartment suite was made up of the following rooms: A living room 

with balcony, kitchen, bedroom, master bedroom and two bathrooms. Located 
within this space were two telephone instruments, both having the 
same telephone number and both operating from the secretarial service 
in the apartment complex. 

The state comptroller's office complex in a wing of the 
state capitol building consists of three floors of offices which 
had been constructed' witiiin a large previously open ^rea of ‘the capitol^ 
building. In both captioned locations an RF sweep was made between 2ST 
MHz .and 1000 MHz and nO' clandestine radio signals were detected that wore 
originating within these areas. A physical search of all telephond>-^‘ *“ 
instruments within the apartment complex and ten specific telephone 
instruments in the comptroller's off ice comp lex was conducted.

Re: Security of Bureau Telephones 


An additional ha2i;^;ard, which not only exists with 
vthis telephone system, but with any telephone system, is the 
possibility of an inadvertent cross connection between any 
FBIHQ telephone line to any other 'telephone line most anywhere 
|_n the world. Such occurrences, although extremely remote, can 
occur. The frequency of such occurrences is, of course, 
increased by virtue of our telephone system having direct 
indialing access from most anywhere in the world. 

Although the Bureau, conducts a f.ull background .inv,es±i“ 
gation of all telephone company personnel who are assigned to 
the central testing facility in mid-town Washington and all of 
those assigned to installation and repair duties in the JEH 
Building, this does not provide us with sufficient assurance 
that such personnel could not be subverted. Accordingly, the 
potential hazards of discussing matters of a sensitive or 
classified nature over the telephone have to be recognized 
and treated accordingly. In this regard, the Files and Com- 
munications Division has provided a completely secure telephone 
system for use in certain areas of the Hoover Building serving 
■primarily the executive offices and the Intelligence’ Division. 

This system is referred to as the "green phone" and can be 
used not only internally between "green phone" users, but .can 
also be used for "secure" telephone calls to Washington Field, 

New York, San Francisco, and Boston Offices. Detailed instruc- 
tions and a directory of users of the "green phone" system have 
previously been furnished to appropriate personnel having 
access to this system. 

The trend toward the use of centralized dictation 
recording equipment, both at FBIHQ and in field offices, pro- 
vides another inherent vulnerability to the access of sensitive 
or classified information via the telephone. Accordingly, there 
is attached a letter to the Albany Office with copies to all 
offices bringing these matters to the attention of the field. 

RECOMMENDATIONS : 

1. That copies of this memorandum be forwarded to 
all division heads at FBIHQ with the instruction that copies of 
this memorandum be made available to all levels of supervisory 
authority so that every person who has any occasion to discuss 
sensitive or classified material be forewarned that such discussion 
should not be conducted over the nonsecure telephone system.

Advisory Commission on International Educational and Cultural Affairs, a member 
of the Commission on Critical Choices for Americans and was appointed by the Presi- 
dent to the President’s Foreign Intelligence Advisory Board, 

Among other honors, Leo Cherne was awarded the Legion of Honor by France, 
the Commander's Cross of the Order of Merit by the Eepubllc of Germany, and the

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The Bureau is well aware of developments within 
the Houston Division concerning the increased use of 
countermeasure equipment by private investigators. Security 
checks made by these individuals have resulted in two instances 
wherein FBI personnel were required to conduct "follow-up" 
security checks to disprove their allegations. 

There is currently another IOC case under investiga- 
tion in this division wherein allegations were made that ‘ 
electronic surveillances were discovered by use of a "radar 
ref lectometer" . 

It is anticipated that additional requests for FBI 
assistance, to refute or corroborate such claims, will be 
received from the U. S. Attorney's Office, I feel it is 
imperative that Bureau field agents be in a position to 
respond to these requests in a professional manner, understand 
and be familiar with all types of equipment being utilized 
by private investigators , and be capable of using countermeasur'^/^ 
equipment available through the FBI Laboratory. 

Significant advances in electronics technology have 
made available to the public many devices and techniques of 
surreptitious monitoring which were not available a few years 
ago. Foreign adversaries, as the Bureau is also aware, 
already are in possession of these devices. Increased 
sophistication of methods of electronic penetration, and 
means of discovery of 
protection of Bureau facilities;, 
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SA RICHARD W. SUTER is a competent, experienced 
sound trained agent, who has counseled Bureau schools in 
this area, is thoroughly familiar with teletype maintenance, 
NCIC equipment, and to some extent, the use of data circuits 
and computers on telephone lines. He possesses a keen interest 
in all phases of the Bureau's work, particularly its technical 
aspects , and has a practical knowledge of telephony and radio 
technology. 

It is requested that SA SUTER be provided specialized 
training in countermeasure survey techniques and equipment. 

Of special value would be any extensive inter-Government agency 
intelligence community training sessions/courses which are 
available.

Referring to the second paragraph of the second page of 
my letter to you dated October 1, 1976, perhaps some explanation 
is in order to show why 100 seconds was proposed as the search time 
of the automatic search circuit intended to operate with your 
7312 receivers. 


In order to set up an oscillating loop (feed-back squall) 
between the search receiver and a local transmitter, the audio 
output from the receiver must travel to the pick-up microphone 
of the transmitter, modulate the transmitter, propagate to the 
receiver antenna, be demodulated by the receiver, and provide 
an audio output, thus closing the loop. The only element of the 
above chain of events that takes any significant time to accomplish 
is the transit time of the audio from the receiver speaker to 
the transmitter microphone. Remember that the receiver is scanning 
the frequency range of 10 to 500 MHz when in the search mode 
and the IF bandwidth of the receiver is 100 KHz. Therefor?, ' the 
receiver must "dwell" within the IF bandwidth (100 KHz) for at 
least the audio transit time involved in the oscillatory loop. 

The search time proposed was 100 seconds or 4-90 MHz per 100 
seconds. This reduces to 20 milliseconds per 100 KHz. Therefore, 
the receiver "dwells" within the IF bandwidth for 20 milliseconds. 
The speed of sound under standard conditions is 1127 ft/sec. 

This allows the distance from the receiver to the transmitter to 
be 1127 ft/sec X .02 sec = 22 ft. 


This allows a search radius of 22 ft for a high degree of 
probability of detection. If it is decided that a larger 
search radius is desirable, a longer search time would be required.' 
For instance'^, if a search radius of ^4 ft were required, a search 
time of 200 seconds would result. sihce the relationship 
between search radius and search time is lineal’.

There has been much discussion of the tuning rate and ease 
of tuning of the present 7312 receiver. We have recently found 
a tuning knob which has a built-in 40/1 gear reduction which you 
may want to consider for your receivers as the main tuning knob. 
Since the tuning potentiometer at present requires 10 turns to tune 
from 10 to 500 MHz, installation of the new tuning knob would 
result in 40 X 10 = 400 turns from low end to high end. This 
would be somewhat time-consuming, however, the new tuning knob, 
when pushed, reverts to direct drive, allowing the entire range 
to be tuned in 10 turns. Unfortunately, in order to utilize this 
increased main tuning resolution, the lO-tiirn wire-wound (wire- 
wound is used for temperature stability) tuning potentiometer would 
have to be replaced by a 10-turn Cermet infinite resolution 
potentiometer .

A request has been received by the Office of the Secretary, Department 
of Health, Education, and Welfare (HEW), for a security check to be performed 
at Secretary Mathews’ office and the office of Under Secretary Marjorie Lynch. 

It is felt we should comply with this request as we have responded favorably in the 
past to similar requests based on our responsibility for the protection of national 
security interests. Proposed guidelines concerning future security checks of 
government space are being set forth for the handling of requests of this nature. 
Letter to the Attorney General advising of our procedure is attached, 

CURRENT BUREAU POLICY : 

In the past, requests for such checks received from various members of 
the Executive, Legislative, and Judicial branches have been complied with upon 
the approval of the Associate Director.

From time to time in the past, die Laboratory has received requests 
from various offices within the Executive, Legislative, and Judicial branches 
to conduct countermeasures checks (security checks) of specified government 
space, including telephone lines, for the purpose of determining whether or 
not the security of these areas or communications facilities has been compromised 
by the placement of such things as microphones, telephone taps, and the like.

Currently we are in receipt of a request from the Office of the 
Secretary, HEW, for such a check to include Secretary Mathews’ office, 
as well as that of Under Secretary Marjorie Lynch. While it is understood 
there is little, if anything, of a true national security interest going on in 
HEW, the fact that the Secretary, and in his absence the Under Secretary, 
participate in cabinet-level deliberations which conceivably could involve 
national security considerations, itls felt wie should comply with this request. 

It is pointed out that, with the exception of some limited capability in 
this area possessed by Secret Service, there really is no other agency within 
the Executive branch equipped to conduct such cheeks. To be sure, the CIA 
is more than capable of handling these requests; however, they have in the 
past refused to do so on the basis that their charter does not specifically permit 
such responses. As a result of this refusal, numerous requests in the past 
years have been referred to us and we have complied with same. Over the 
past three years, I am not familiar with a single request that we have turned 
down. 


It is proposed that when requested in writing we provide security checks 
for government office space for anyone at the cabinet level in the Executive 
branch, as well as any other area wherein there is a clear statement showing 
that the material handled within that area impacts on national security, or is of 
such a sensitive nature as to warrant these protective measures. Further, with 
regard to the Legislative and Judicial branches, we conduct such checks as are 
requested by Judges or members of the legislature, with checks being extended 
to members of their staffs where specifically requested by the judge, senator, 
or congressman. In the acceptance of these requests, it will be made clear 
to the requester that such checks are being conducted because it is the FBI’s 
understanding that activities within the areas to be checked involve those matters 
directly affecting national security or are highly sensitive.

The program was originally to be funded by 
members of the TSCS for $350,000. It was estimated to 
cost $300,000 with a $50,000 reserve. The Bureau contributed 
$50,000 in June, 1975, and completed its assigned project 
of domestic finds (Project P-1) .

When the program was actually funded only 
$250,000 was contributed which caused the program p®- 

to start o ff with a deficit. CIA contributed an 
additional! but increasing costs have made the 

original estimate inadequate to complete all of the 
projects. Completion of all the projects would 
require an additional $150,000 to $200,000, 

A review by the oversight committee of TAEP 
advised that the TAEP as outlined in the original pro- 
gram consisted of different projects which were to 
be distributed among member agencies and private con- 
tractors and that all projects were not allocated 
fxmding or assigned in the original tasking because of 
lack of funds. Two of the projects, P-9 and P-10, 
vital to the overall study were partially funded and 
are xmderway and will not be completed without additional 
funding. These two projects are the 1974 and 1979 
Practical Estimate Of Threat Parameters. For an additional 
$60,000 these two projects could be completed to insure a 
vital and needed area of the TAEP be finished. 

Other projects planned in the original program 
and not funded will not detract from the TAEP and may 
be completed at a later date. 

The Engineering Section feels the completion of 
the two projects is vital to the TAEP and should be 
completed . 


Deputy Assistant Director Cregar of the 
Intelligence Division also feels that these projects 
are of value for future threat assessment evaluation and 
that the Bureau should assist the Threat Assessment Task 
Force with an additional contribution.

The space involved was visually checked and the 
Judges’ chambers consist of a suite of rooms comprising 
a personal secretary's office and reception area, a law 
clerk’s office, the Judge’s personal office and conference 
area. This space which is a prime interest in the suite 
measures approximately 25 by 35 feet. In addition, each 
Judge's chamber contains a full bathroom and a wet bar. 

There are three Judges’ chambers plus the offices of the 
U.S. Magistrate which consi^ of the Magistral's offline 
and a reception area. cV'V® 2 £.

There are two jury rooms both measuring approximately 
25 by 25 feet each equipped with two bathrooms. There are no 
windows or telephone service. The jury rooms are adjacent to 
each other on the top floor of the courthouse building and 
accessible only by stairwell. 

The current U.S. Attorney has orally made request of 
the former SAC, Honolulu for consideration of sweep service in the 
event a team of experts were to visit Honolulu in the future. 

In this connection, he advised he would like a sweep to be made 
of his office, the office of his five assistants, the office 
of the Strike Force Attorney assigned permanently to Honolulu, 
the conference room and library. 

As stated above, there is no telephone service to 
the jury rooms; the Judges' suites are serviced by GSA Centrix 
Service plus a private line for each judge. In addition, there 
is an intercom system for security purposes between the Judges' 
chambers and the U.S. Marshal’s Service, The U.S. Attorney's 
Office has a total of 11 telephone lines, 6 of which are part 
of the GSA Centrix System, The other lines are private lines 
servicing each attorney. 

The U.S, District Judges have furnished the following 
information concerning their vacation plans for the summer: 

Chief Judge SAMUEL P. KING advised he has no vacation 
plans for the months of June or July and that in Judge PENCE'S 
absence Judge KING pointed out that PENCE was a senior U.S. 
District Judge and used his chambers only when scheduled to 
hear cases. Judge KING said Judge ppENCE^s schedule indicated 
he will be in Honolulu most of June and July. Judge DICK 
YIN WONG advised that he intended to be on the mainland and 
away from Hawaii from 6/17-7/14/78. 

When apprised of the fact that the Bureau may be 
able to furnish a team of experts from the Laboratory to 
conduct a sweep, the U.S. Marshal's Service expressed concern 
over any possible charges they might accrue in this connection. 

He pointed out that should there be a charge for this service, 
payment of any fees would necessarily need to be worked out 
with their headquarters in advance. 

For the information of the Bureau, space utilized 
by the Judges and the U.S. Attorney were completed and 
occupied after a security check was conducted by the Laboratory 
of space utilized by the Honolulu Division. Since the date

Recently, the Ft. Lauderdale Resident Agency 
(FLRA) of the Miami Division moved into new office space in 
the new Federal Building, located at Room 303, 299 E’, Broward 
Boulevard, Ft. Lauderdale, Florida. The Federal Building 
was under construction for more than two years and there 
were problems with the several unions, which included shoddy 
construction, as well as destruction of property at the 
site. 

The Bureau is awaie of the potential threat that 
exists for acts of terrorism in the Miami Cuban community 
because of the everchanging international political situation. 
Also, South Florida has become the winter haven and .the 
retirement home for individuals associated with national 
organized crime groups, which are a continuing threat to am 
law-abiding community. " 


Accordingly, in view of the foregoing information, 
it is felt that a security survey of the new Ft. Lauderdale, 
Florida Resident Agency would appear to be justifiable. 

It is noted that the Miami. Division does not have 
the equipment to perform such a survey.

It was noted, at the time of the sweep, that 
the secure telephone instrument was located in proximity to the commercial 
telephone , A minimum of six feet separation between these instruments 
is Considered adequate to preclude acoustic cm^ling of the two systems. 
This potential hassard was rectified at the time of Its discovery.

On May SC, 1980, personnel of the Engineering Section, TSD, ^conducted 
an electronic countermeasures sweep of the auditorium of the FBI Academy 
at Quantico, Virginia. The sweep included a security check of telephones 
within the auditorium, and the RF spectrum was monitored from 3kHz to 
2GHz . No evidence of tampering or presence of clandestine listening 
equipment was found during the sweep. 

On June 2, I960, to insure that no transmitters were activated during 
the seminar, a second RF spectrum scan was conducted while the seminar 
was in progTess. No evidence of transmissions of any kind was found.

The length of time it tak.es to conduct a countermeasures 
sweep depends largely on the size of the space to be checked and the 
number of,,.. per.spnnel conducting the sweep. No less th^ tw^ hours 
should be budgeted for a thorough cheek of the space. 

Even if there is no evidence of electronic eavesdropping 
at the time of the countermeasures sweep,, i.t does not preclude ^ ' 
the possiTbiiity of electronic eavesdropping, in. the future .

It was found that the Dektor Telephone Analyzer cannot 
be used when making off-line telephone checks on the main 
telephone console. The console cannot be unplugged- for it will 
lose i-ts program. If the power for the Horizon Unit is unplugged, 
it also will lose its program. Also, when doing various checks, 
the Dektor unit puts 115 VAC on the telephone lines which will 
cause damage to the IC circuits inside of -bhe telephone uni't. 

It is not known whether the Horizon unit itself has 
remote maintenance capability. The WRA does have and securely 
maintains a portable computer attachment for reprogramming the 
Horizon unit if a problem develops. 

Another problem encountered was that all telephone 
wiring from the outside telephone house closet on the second 
floor to the storage supply room inside the RA was exposed. 

This storage supply room houses the Horizon unit. From this 
room, all individual wires to telephone sets run through the 
floor and across a drop ceiling of space directly below the RA. 
This space is unoccupied but is locked. To defeat the WRA 
telephone system, someone knowledgeable could cut into any 
exposed wire and tap into the talk path of another telephone 
in the RA. 


The above information was brought to the attention 
of the WRA Senior Resident Agent and to Chicago Office Services 
Manager (OSM) . 

The Bureau is requested to review the above stated 
potential telephone wiring hazard and advise Chicago if changes 
should be made. If so, appropriate funding for needed changes 
should be made.

MEMORANDUM TO ALL SPECIAL AGENTS IN CHARGE: 

(A) TECHNICAL SURVEILLANCE COUNTERMEASURES (TSCH) SURVEYS AND 
POLICY O _ 

Se t V F; t y y 

The MIOG, Part II, Section 16-7. 2 (6), Page 1268, has been 
changed to indicate the duties of Technically Trained Agents (TTAs) 
concerning security checks, henceforth referred to as technical 
surveillance countermeasures (TSCM) surveys. These changes are 
in effect upon receipt of this communication. 


Previously, it was required that TSCM surveys be conducted 
on a quarterly basis at field office cities and on an annual basis 
at resident agencies occupying Federal or commercial building space. 
This policy has been changed by reducing the frequency at field office 
headquarters city (from four times a year to twice a year) and 
increasing the required frequency for TSCM checks at resident 
agencies (.from only once a year to twice a year). Consequently, 
all TSCM surveys will be performed on at least a semiannual basis. 

The new policy further clarifies what constitutes a proper TSCM 
survey by specifying that it encompass a radio frequency check, 
physical and electronic checks of telephones and a comprehensive 
physical search of the space surveyed. Further, it specifies that 
at minimum, the offices of the SAC, the ASAC, the FCI and organized 
crime supervisors, the communications center and off-premises 
locations should be surveyed at the prescribed frequency. 

A new major topic, Section 16-17, on Technical Surveillance 
Countermeasures (TSCM) Policy has been added to the Manual of 
Investigative Operations and Guidelines, Part II. The following 
TSCM Policy, which is effective immediately, provides guidelines to 
respond to the numerous requests received from various Federal and 
non-Federal agencies for TSCM surveys. 

The primary objective of FBI-performed TSCM surveys is 
the protection of FBI space, sources and methods and the continued 
integrity of matters for which the FBI has investigative interest. 
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All TSCM surveys performed for other Federal agencies should be in 
response to a valid requirement to protect matters of National 
Security or of high sensitivity and should not be performed as a 
routine service. Requests for TSCM surveys from agencies outside 
the Department of Justice should be in writing with sufficient 
justification and may be conducted as FBI resources permit. 

Prior to conducting a TSCM survey for other Federal 
agencies, it should be established that the requesting agency does 
not already have an in-house TSCM capability. For example, the 
Military Services and the Department of Energy have their own TSCM- 
trained personnel. 

Under normal circumstances, TSCM surveys of residences, 
including those of FBI officials, SACs and other FBI personnel, 
are not routinely performed because continuing security or integrity 
of space, telephones and telephone lines cannot be assured in a 
private residence. However, TSCM surveys should be conducted when 
there is an indication that the residence in question has been 
technically compromised, when a residence is being used for a special 
case where its security and integrity can be maintained, or when 
circumstances indicate a special TSCM survey would be prudent, 

TSCM surveys* may be conducted, upon request, for the office 
space of Federal Judges, United States Magistrates, United States 
Attorneys and other Offices of the Department of Justice. However, 
all such requests must have' SAC approval. The SAC should exercise 
good - judgment to' ensure' that surveys are conducted in response to 
valid 'securl-ty 'requirements and are not performed with excessive 
f r'equ'eric'y . • 

TSCM surveys may be performed, with FBIHQ approval, for 
'Officials of the Legislative and Executive Branches of the Federal 
Government provided that requester certifies that one or more of the 
following conditions exist: 

(a) Matters discussed in that office involve National Security 
Information or are highly sensitive. 

(b) Matters discussed involve joint Agency /FBI investigations. 

(c) There are substantial indications that the office space 
of the requesting agency or official has been technically 
compromised, 

TSCM surveys may be conducted for state and local law 
enforcement agencies only where the FBI has a joint investigative 
interest. The SAC must approve these surveys. 
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Upon receipt of a request by, or on behalf of a U. S, 
Congressman, a written communication should be immediately directed 
to FBIHQ, Attention: Congressional Affairs Section, Office of 

Congressional and Public Affairs, and Engineering Section, 
Technical Services Division, stating all pertinent details 
concerning the request. All TSCM surveys for U. S. Congressmen 
must be approved by FBIHQ. 

Arrangements for TSCM surveys should be made discreetly. 
Prior to conducting a TSCM survey, the telephone numbers, number 
of telephones, model of telephones and all line appearance 
information should be obtained-. 

Upon completion of the TSCM survey, the results and 
recommendations should be orally furnished to the requester 
followed by a letter formally advising of the results. A copy 
of the letter should be designated for FBIHQ. 

Immediately upon completion of a TSCM survey conducted 
for a Congressman or in connection with a particularly sensitive 
matter the field office must direct a communication to FBIHQ 
Attention: Engineering Section, Technical Services Division. 

The communication must contain the following: 

(a) Name of the Technically-Trained Agent (s) who performed 
the requested TSCM survey. 

(b) Name of requester and location (s) surveyed. 

(c) Number of rooms or offices covered. 

(d) Telephone number (s) and model (s) of telephone (s) 
checked. 

(e) Complete appearance information on telephone line(s) 
checked. 

(f) Problems or discrepancies encountered while performing 
the TSCM survey. 

(g) Recommendations made to requester. 


The results of all other TSCM surveys conducted should be 
reported on the office Monthly Technical Report using the above 
format, but deleting items c, d and e.

the Altec Lansing 1593B amplifiers located in the Rayburn Building. The 
following rooms with Altec amplifiers were inspected: 1100, 2200, 2203, 2226, 

2337 , 2318 , 2325 , 2212, 2118 , 2154, B352 and B318. However, there were radio 
frequency oscillations detected at 4<2 MHz with a strong harmonic at 8.4 MHz 
in Room's 2200, 2203 and 2226. This problem was resolved by technicians from 
the Capitol Hill House Legislative Sound Call System Electronic Shop by 
removing the defective amplifier board, P/N 4 I 83 O-I 2 and replacing each of 
the Altec amplifier units with a different amplifier board, P/N 41830-15. 

All the aforementioned rooms were then found to be free from the 
detected radio frequency oscillations.

surveys in your office, the Guam Resident Agency (RA) , and in 
several Federal agencies located in your division during the 
period of March 21, 1984, through April 9, 1984.

It is noted that physical security inspection Is 
normally not part of the TSCM survey, however, in view of the 
many sensitive public corruption cases being worked in Guam and 
the fact that the RA is located in a public building with 
somewhat inadequate physical security, the following 
recommendations are being made^ 

1. That all doors leading to the hallway from the office space 
of the RA be outfitted with double cylinder dead bolt locks and 
installed by Bureau personnel only .

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It is pointed out that an adversary having access to the 
attic directly above the Chamber could easily hear proceedings of 
any sensitive information or briefings being presented. 

In addition, the survey team performed a physical 
survey of the areas surrounding the Senate Chamber. It was 
noted that various services of the Press have offices on the third 
floor adjacent to the Horth Gallery of the Senate. This would pose 
a problem in securing the Senate Chamber each time a sensitive 
briefing on National Security issues is conducted. 

Based on the observations noted above, it would be very 
difficult to secure the Senate Chamber each time briefings of a 
sensitive nature are to be held. 

However, in the event that the Senate Chamber is used 
for briefings on issues of National Security, the following 
recommendations are made for temporarily securing the Senate 
Chamber to a limited degree: 

1. Post a U.S, Capitol Police Officer in the attic directly 
above the Senate Chamber to preclude an adversary from listening 
during the briefings. 

2. Re-key all doors leading to the Senate Chamber and provide 
keys only to a limited number of personnel, keeping a record of 
all persons vrith keys. 

3. Permanently relocate all Press services from the north end 
of the third floor, making that area a corridor where it can 
easily be checked prior and during briefings. 

4. Post U.S. Capitol Police Officers outside each door leading 
to the Senate Chamber during briefings. 

5. Disconnect the public address system. 

6. Trace all telephone lines and public address wires before 
each briefing to ensure that they are not being used with 
surveillance devices. 

7. Conduct a very thorough physical inspection of the Senate 
floor and Gallery before each briefing. 

8. Disconnect all telephones in the Senate Chamber. 

9. Provide radio frequency coverage of the Senate Chamber through 
the proposed In-Place Monitoring System, which is to be installed 
in the Capitol Building. 
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10. Provide at minimura 24-hour notice prior to a briefing 
in order to conduct a thorough physical inspection of the 
Chamber during that 24-hour period. 

We v;ant to eitiphasiae that taking the above precautions 
will not preclude hostile intelligence services from technically 
compromising the Senate Chamber. 

To fully secure the Senate Chamber for briefings of 
tlational Security issues v;ould require the necessary changes to 
bring the Chamber in compliance with the n.S. Intelligenco 
Community Physical Security Standards for Sensitive Compartmented 
information Facilities.

While the overall security at the QUANTICO TRAINING 
COMPLEX appears to be adequate, the use of training classrooms 
for high-level conferences is not recommended from a TSCM 
stand point. These classrooms were designed for training 
purposes utilizing State of the Art Audio Visual Adds, which 
could be utilized for a technical surveillance. The following 
are items prone to attack by anyone desiring technical coverage 
of classroom 312:

DETAILS t During the period of November 26, 198^, through 

December 2, 1984, a TSCM survey was conducted of the 
completed portion of the ERF. The TSCM survey was conducted with 
the assistance of 5 Technically Trained Agents from the field 
offices.

The following are the findings of the inspection of the 

EPBX: 

A. A cable enters the building and makes its only 
appearance in the switchroom, where 300 pairs attach to 66-type 
blocks. The first four blocks (100 pairs) contain pairs leading 
to the central office. According bo information furnished by the 
Building Manager, the other 200 pairs are unterminated in a boot 
at the road outside the building. The FBI’s trunks (19 ground- 
start, or 19 pairs), and (15 four-wire tie trunks, or 30 pairs) 
enter on this cable. They total 52 pairs, and only these 52 
pairs are cross-connected from that cable to other terminal 
blocks in the switchroom. 

The following checks were conducted on the 300 pairs: 

(1) Voltage checks between wires on each pair 

(2) Voltage checks between each wire and ground 

(3) Audio checks between wires of each pair 

(4) Audio checks between each wire -and ground 

(5) Oscilloscope checks between wire of each pair 

(6) Oscilloscope checks between each wire and ground 

(7) Conductance checks between each wire and all other 
wires of the 200 floating pairs 

(8) Conductance checks between each wire of the 200

B. In addition to the FBI's legitimate trunks enumerated in 
paragraph A above, at least 23 other pairs appearing in the cable 
are trunks which have nothing to do with the FBI. Eighteen of 
them are loop-start lines, four are ground-start lines evidently 
in service on one or more PBXs, and one is a pair, both wires of 
which are at the same -50.6 VDC potential to ground, which 
contains telephone conversations most of the working day.

one of these (except the last one with same potential on each 
wire) can be seized, and dial tone drawn, by a lineman's handset 
in the FBI switchroom. 

C. All connections of the PBX purple connector field (all 
AX, LX, TX and TCX cables) and PBX red connector field (all KX 
cables) were checked for legitimacy, from which it was 
ascertained that all cross-connects from the PBX fields to 
station and trunk connector blocks are legitimate. The following 
checks were performed on all station pairs at the cross-connect 
point from the PBX field: 

(1) Voltage checks between wires of each pair 

(2) Voltage checks between each wire and ground 

(3) Audio checks between wires of each pair 

(4) Audio checks between each wire and ground 

(5) Oscilloscope checks between wires of each pair 

(6) Oscilloscope checks between each wire and ground 

(7) Ohmmeter checks on all pairs which contained no 
voltage 

D. The checks made in C', above, were done without any 
telephones connected downstairs. Therefore, although useful 
checks of the wiring were accomplished, further checks should be 
made at a later date on the downstairs part of the DIMENSION 
system's station network. 

E. No off-line tests were made on any telephones. 

F. A copy of a Telephone Security Panel approved procedure 
for updating master memory tapes is being sent to the Building 
Manager for consideration. This procedure, if followed, will add 
to security of the system by insuring that the master program 
tape of the DIMENSION system contains only translations entered 
by authorized personnel.

2. Implementation of the FBI's Industrial Security Program (ISP) was 
approved by Judge Webster September 3, 1986. The Department of 
Justice, on January 12, 1987, formally approved the FBI's request 
for an independent ISP, exempting the FBI from the Department of 
Justice Order and dependence on the Defense Investigative Service. 

There were two primary reasons for the development of an 
independent ISP for the FBI: 1) The Defense Investigative .Service- 

could hot get the required investigations done on a timely basis; 
and 2) the FBI at times did not want to disclose to the Defense 
Investigative Service the nature of its classified contracts. 

The Defense Investigative Service retains primary responsibility 
for the inspection of facilities in connection with the U.S. 
Government's ISP. The Department of Energy, National Security 
Agency, and Central Intelligence Agency, each has their own ISP. 
Those four agencies, with their expertise and personnel, will be 
consulted regularly while the FBI develops its own ISP. 

Our ISP must include: clearances of top echelon personnel of the 

parent corporation, personnel involved with the contract, subsidi- 
aries involved; accounting for FBI material (classified and 
unclassified) provided to the contractor; furnish user's guides 
for the safeguarding of National Security Information. 

3. Develop user's guides for the ISP and provide them to each Head- 
quarters and Field office Security Officer to outline rules, 
regulations, and procedures. These guides should be developed 
from those used by the Central Intelligence Agency, National 
Security Agency, Department of Energy, and the Defense Investi- 
gative Service. 

4. Develop immediate "stop-gap" measures on the following current 
vulnerabilities as part of the short-term goals: 

Group R-l and Group R-1, combination locks, which are General 
Services Administration-approved for the U.S. Government's use; 
and the 

Burroughs hard disk, which is not adequately safeguarded from 
penetration, even with the use of passwords. 

5. A long-term goal should be to develop strategy in budgeting and 
funding for the Bureau's security countermeasures. Counter- 
measures must be included as a part of the Bureau's foreign 
counterintelligence and criminal missions.

6. Presentation by the contract Review Unit, Administrative Services 
Division, finmlshed an overview of the contract process with the 
two types of contracts: sole-source contract, wherein the company 
chosen generally has both facility and personnel securitY clear- 
ances from the Defense Investigative Service; and competitive 
contracts. The present policy is for the requesting Division to 
be responsible for certifying the clearances of the contractor’s 
personnel, and ensuring the company can have access to and proper- 
ly store classified information. 

Discussion of the type and scope of background investigations 
required for the granting of a "Secret” security clearance, and 
the granting of a facilities Clearance; All personnel involved 
with the hierarchy of a subs idiary/company/corporat ion and those 
involved with the actual contract must be certified with the 
proper clearances before the subsidiary/company/corporation can 
receive a facilities clearance. Interim security clearances for 
contractor personnel can be granted by the Department of Justice, 
pending completion of the required security clearance 
investigation. 

Before interim clearances can be granted, the following basic 
criteria must be met; satisfactory credit, arrest, and indices 
check of the field and Headquarters indices, and passing a poly- 
graph examination, if deemed necessary. 

In summary, the requesting Division submits the contract proposal 
to the Contract Review Unit which awards the contract and, in 
turn, the Security Programs Unit is advised to handle personnel 
and facility clearance certifications and, when needed, conduct 
the necessary investigations for the granting of personnel and 
facility clearances. 

7. Technical Services Division presentation centered on the methodol- 
ogy of its contract arrangements with the private sector regarding 
National Security Information. 

This Division deals primarily with companies already handling 
classified contracts with other U.S. Government agencies and, 
therefore, these companies are familiar with handling such infor- 
mation. However, they do have contact with companies with old 
(ten/twenty years) Defense Investigative Service clearances which 
must be updated. 

When a contract is awarded to a company for the Technical Services 
Division, the company must sxibmit a list of people holding Defense 
Investigation Service clearances, which clearances are all re- 
verified bY the Technical Services Division Security Officer, 
together with the date of their clearance; who, in addition:

reviews all security measures in place; checks the information 
the contractor has been provided; ensures a signed form (SF-189a) 
is received from each person who has access, and these people 
have ’'Secret" clearances and a "need-to-know. " The SF-189a 
enables an individual to be briefed into a special access 
program. 

Written authority from the FBI is required before the contractor 
is allowed to show/divulge any FBI information to anyone 
(subsidiary/ subcontractor) . 

The Technical Services Division maintains a data base with the 
name of each person working on any of their contracts, their work 
place, clearance level, and what project the individual is as- 
signed to. 

Problems encountered by Technical Services Division include: 

Central Intelligence Agency's reluctance to furnish the FBI 
information regarding Sensitive Compartmented Information access 
data; 

The ’’Secret'' clearance level issued by the Defense Investigative 
Service is based on a National Agency Check, but should include, 
at a minimum, a local credit and arrest check; 

Defense Investigative Service's inspections at facilities used by 
both that Service and the FBI have resulted in the Defense Inves- 
tigative Service seizing FBI documents because they are not 
covered by the DD-254 form, used to accompany classified 
documents by the Defense Investigative Service. (It was proposed 
the FBI develop its own form for its own information based on the 
DD-254, especially when the FBI grants the facility clearance.) 

8. A discussion of where personnel resoixrces to handle the b-urgeoning 
security workload would come from disclosed most of the personnel 
being assigned to the Security Programs Unit were coming from the 
Records Management Division, and there was some reprogramming of 
Direct Agent Work Years from the Foreign Cotuiterintelligence 
Program. 

The Field Office Security Officers' responsibilities will, most 
likely, result in the Security Officer becoming a full-time posi- 
tion, along the lines of the Principal Legal Advisor or the 
Privacy Control Officer.

67E - FBI Employee Reinvestigations. 

a. Marriage Program (marriage of an on-board employee to a 
non-FBI employee) , 

b. Travel Program (any foreign travel outside the 
continental United States which should be brought to the 
attention of the SPU 30 days in advance of the travel in 
order to review the impact the trip will have on the 
employee's trustworthiness, to brief the employee con- 
cerning the trip, debrief and possibly polygraph the 
employee upon return) , 

c. FD-285 "Personnel Status and Security Questionnaire" 
(executed by all FBI employees every two and one-half 
years, catches various things, such as bankruptcy, 
traffic arrests, etc., that should have been brought to 
the Bureau's attention by the employee - such personal 
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problems constitute both suitability and _ trustworthiness 
issues, but will mdoubtedly be handled in discipline 
and dismissal situations as suitability issues most of 
the time, 

d. Five-Year Re investigation Program (consists of a 
personnel file review and may in the future include 
credit and criminal checks) , 

e. Sensitive Compartmented Information Access (subjects the 
individual to credit and criminal checks) . 

4. The Laboratory Division made a presentation as to the use of 
computers and diagnostic equipment which meet TEMPEST standards 
and the problems associated with securing TEMPEST laboratory 
equipment. It was ascertained the Laboratory Division does not 
process National Security Information in its comjouter and 
laboratory equipment, and any emissions from their equipment would 
have no value to either hostile intelligence or the criminal 
element. At the present, the Laboratory Division has no demon- 
strated need for use of TEMPEST equipment. 

5. The general responsibilities in Government for Computer Security 
and Communications Security rest with the National Security Agency 
pursuit to National Security Decision Directive (NSDD) . NSDD 145 
coordinates computer securitY throughout the Government and re- 
quires a definition of "sensitive but unclassified, but needs 
protection” information. 

6. The following items were suggested as topics for the next meeting: 

• Neil Price, Technical Services Division (TSD) , to discuss 
Physical Security matters of alarms, locks, and vaults. 

, • Another representative from TSD to discuss the security 
presently used for safeguarding STD IIs and the safes which 
secure the codes located in certain private residences where 
they may be unattended for periods of time and may be subjected 
to break- in/ theft. In addition, this representative will dis- 
cuss the security presently used for the Voice Privacy and 
Digital Voice Privacy Systems,

Re: Security Cotmternieasure’s (S/CM) Working Group 
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Minutes of Eighth Meeting, January 26, 1988 


Security issues discussed at this S/CM Working Group meeting 

included: 

1. The use of SF-189, "Classified Information Nondisclosure Agree- 
ment, *' has been discontinued pursuant to the rider attached to the 
budget bill. The rider states the word "classifiable" used in the 
SF-189 is not adequately defined and is too broad in its coverage. 
This rider is in effect for one year... CIA Form SF-4193^ "Sensi- 
tive Compartmented Information Nondisclosure Agreement," was also 
affected; however, the CIA attached an addendum to the form to 
conform with the rider, and the use of SF-4193 continues. The 
rider also prohibits such agreements wherein Executive Branch 
employees are prevented from use of the "Whistle-Blower Law." The 
FBI will continue to use the FD-291, "Employment Agreement," which 
covers nondisclosure of information as well as prepublication 
review. The Legal Counsel Division. is to review -t^e FD-291 to 
ensure no conflict exists with the budget bill rider. 

2 . Presentation by I J of the Administrative Services b 
Division concerned the proposed policy regarding security of 
Bureau space. 

There have been three serious fires within FBI Headquarters since 
the Hoover Building was occupied. The most recent was in the 
Laboratory Division and caused over $100,000 damage. Because of 
this danger to both personnel and property, the Security Unit has 
initiated a policy memorandum to Mr. Glover recommending a severe 
reduction in Medeco and cipher locks. These locks restrict the 
access of the Security Patrol to monitor FBI space to check for 
safety violations (plugged in coffee makers, space heaters, and 
other heat-element appliances), as well as security violations. 

Policy has been developed for approval by Mr. Glover in which 
deviations from the Bureau's keying-by-Division system must be 
justified in a memorandum and approved by the requesting 
Division's Assistant Director, the Assistant Director of the 
Administrative Services Division, and possibly the Executive 
Assistant Director - Administration. Requests must clearly 
demonstrate the need for a Medeco or cipher lock where information 
is already stored in security containers. Medeco or cipher locks 
must not be used to circumvent rules for the storage of material 
and classified documents. 

It was reiterated, "The Bureau's habit of allowing the storage of 
classified material under lock and key must be ended. There is no 
provision allowing for the unattended storage of classified 
information under key-operated locks. The requirement is to use 
combination locks. Medeco locks on office doors do not provide 
any more protection for this material than any other office or car 
key would allow, "

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There ,are areas within _ the Hoover Building designated as Sensitive 
Compartmented Information Facilities (SCIFs) which fall within the 
security parameters of Director of Central Intelligence Directive 
No. 1/21, "Manual for Physical Security Standards for Sensitive 
Compartmented Information Facilities (SCIFs)". These areas are 
restricted from Security Patrol and other unauthorized

3. Presentation by I I of the Technical Services 

Division concerned the -j-q automated data processing 

systems , 

Security of _ Automated Data Processing/Telecommunications relies on 
the countering of threats and vulnerabilities and the lessening of 
associated risks. 

A risk analysis is a process used to determine an expected loss. 
Both the threats and vulnerabilities must be evaluated or analyzed 
so that risks can be abated, transferred, or spread out. The risk 
analysis evaluates six areas: Physical, Personnel, Administrative 

Procedures, TEMPEST, Communications Security, and Technical (hard- 
ware and software) . 

The greatest Personnel threat is the insider, the employee. More 
often than not, the greatest risk is making mistakes; followed by 
employees trying to get even; to actually trying to compromise the 
system. Human Intelligence (HUMINT) is the greatest threat to 
security. The cheapest way to corrupt a system is to co-op an 
employee with access to the system. 
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A working group to develop physical security standards for the 
field offices, resident agencies, and off-site facilities is being 
established. Comments and observations concerning the type of 
uniform policy in these facilities in the way of uniform security 
standards, as well as secm-jtY devices > should be
